INTRODUCTION. 



Ix placing before tbc Public the concluding volume of the 
Annals of Kajpootana, I have fulfilled what 1 considered 
to be a sacred obligation to the races amongst whom I have 
passed the better portion of my life ; and although no man 
can more highly appreciate public approbation, I am far 
less eager to court that approbation, than to awaken a 

R ainy for the objects of my work, the interesting people 
jpootana. 

1 need add nothing to what was urged in the Introduc- 
tion to the First Volume on the subject of Indian History ; 
and trust that, however slight the analogy between the 
chronicles of the Hindus and those of Europe, as historical 
works, they will serve to banish the reproach, which India 
lias 30 long laboured under, of possessing no records of past 
events : my only fear now is, tlut they may be thought 
redundant, 

1 think I may confidently affirm, that whoever, without 
being alarmed at their bulk, has the patience attentively to 
peruse these Annals, cannot fail to become well acquainted 
with all the peculiar features of Hindu Society, and will be 
enabled to trace the foundation and progress of each state 
in Rajpootana, as well as to form a just notion of the 
character of a people, upon whom, at a future period, our 
existence in India may depend. 

Whatever novelty the enquirer into the origin of nations 
may find in these pages, I am ambitious to claim for them 
a higher title than a roas3 of mere archaeological data. To 
see humanity under every aspect, and to observe the influ- 
ence of different creeds upon man in his social capacity. 
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iiiuti ever Le one of the highest sources of mental enjoy- 
ment ; nnd I may hope tliat the personal qualities herein 
delineated, will allow the labourer iu this vast field of phi- 
losophy to enlarge his sphere of acquaintance with human 
varieties. In the prcscntcircumsMinccs of our alliance with 
these states, every trait of national character, and even 
every traditional incident, which, by leading ua to under- 
stand and roepact their peculiarities, may enable us to 
secure their friendship and esteem, becomo of infinite 
importance. The more we study their history, the better 
shall we comprehend the causes of their international quar- 
rels, the origin of their tributary engagements, the secret 
principles of their mutual repulsion, and the sources of their 
strength and their weakness as au aggregate body : without 
which knowledge it is impossible we can arbitrate with jus- 
tice in their national disputes ; and, as respects ourselves, 
we may convert a means of defence into n source of bitter 
hostility. 

It lias been my aim to diversify as much as possible the 
details of this volume. In the Annals of Marwar, I have 
traced the conquest and peopling of an immense region by 
a handful of strangers ; and have dwelt, perhaps, with 
tedious minuteness on the long reign of Raja Ajft Sing and 
the thirty yearn 1 war, to shew what the energy of one of 
these potty states, impelled by a sense of oppression, 
effected against the colossal power of its enemies. It is u 
portion of their history which should be deeply studied by 
those who have succeeded to the paramount power ; for 
Arungzdb had less reason to distrust the stability of his 
dominion than we hnve : yet what is now the house of 
Timonr ? The resources of Marwar were reduced to as low 
an ebb at the close of Arungze'o’s reign, as they are at the 
present time : yet did that state surmount all" its difficul- 
ties, and bring armies into the field that annihilated the 
forces of the empire. Let us not, then, mistake the supine- 
ness engendered by long oppression, for want of feeling, 
nor mete out to these high-spirited people the same mea- 
sure of contumely, with which we have treated the subjects 
of our earlier conquests. 

The Annals of the Bbattis may be considered as the link 
connecting the tribes of Indio Proper with the ancient 
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races west of the Indus, or ludo-Scythia ; and although they 
will but slightly interest the general reader, the antiquary 
may find in them many new topics for investigation, as well 
as i'n the Sketch of the Desert, which has preserved the 
relics of names that once promised immortality. 

The patriarchal simplicity of the Jit communities, upon 
whose ruins the state of Bikaner was founded, affords a 
picture, however imperfect, of petty republics, — a form of 
government little known to eastern despotism, and proving 
the tenacity of the ancient Gete's attachment to liberty. 

Amber, and its scion Shekhavati, possess a still greater 
interest from their contiguity to our frontier. A multitude 
of singular privileges is attached to the Shekhavati federa- 
tion, which it behoves the paramount power thoroughly to 
understand, lest it should be led by false views to pursue a 
policy detrimental to them as well as to ourselves. To this 
extensive community belong the Larkhanfs, so utterly 
unknown to us, that a recent internal tumult of that tribe 
was at first mistaken for an irruption of our old enemies, 
the Pindarra. 

Ilarouti may claim our regard from the high bearing of 
its gallant nice, the Liaraa ; and tho singular character of 
the individual with whoso biography its history cloaca, and 
which cannot fail to impart jus tor notions of tho gonius 
of Asiatics. 

So much for the matter of this volume with regard to 
(he manner, as the Rajpoots abhor all pleas ad misericor- 
diam, ho likewise does their annalist, who begs to repeat, 
in order to deprecate a standard of criticism iuupplieable to 
this performance, that it professes not to be coast iuc ted on 
exact historical principles : -Von hutoria, fed parlicula his- 
toric. 

In conclusion, I adopt the peroration of the iugeuuous, 
pious, and liberal Abultazil, when completing his History 
of the Provinces of India : “ Praise be unto God, that by 
the assistance of his Divine grace, I have completed the 
History of the Rajpoot ». The account cost me a great deal 
of trouble in collecting, acd I found such difficulty in ascer- 
taining dates, and in reconciling the contradictions in the 
severtd histories of the Princes of Roj/ewtauu, that I had 
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Hourly resolved u» relinquish the task altogether : but who 
can resist the decrees of Fate ? I trust that those, who 
have been able to obtain better information, will not dwell 
upon my errors ; but that upon the whole I may meet 
with approbation. '

whence the unintelligible Hartl/s of the early Mahomedan writers. 
The bariL. frequently style it hlord'kur, which ia avnoninious with 
Maroo-dfna, or, when it suits their rhyme, simply Maroo. Though 
now restricted to the country subject to the Ran tore race, its ancient 
and appropriate application comprehended the entire ’ dwarf.’ from 
the Sutlej to the oosan. 

A concise genealogical sketch of the Rah tore nilent of Marwar haa 
already been given ;• we shall therefore briefly pasr o'er those times 
‘ when a genealogical tree would strike rcot in any soil when tho 
ambition of the K&htorea, whose branches (fetch cc) spread rapidly 
over • the. rtejion of death,' wan easily gratified with a solar pedigree. 
As it ia derirablo, however, to record their own opinions regarding 
their origin, we shall make extract* from the chronicle* (hereafter 
enumerated), instead of fusing the whole into one mass, a* in the

Txi m begin with a statement of the author's authorities; firat, a 
genealogical roll of the R&htorce. famishod hy a Yati, or Jain priest, 
from the temple of Nadolayc.* This roll is about fifty* feet in length, 
commencing, as usual, with a theogony, followed by the production 
of tho ‘first Rah tore from tho spine (ruht) of Iixlm,' tho nominal 
father being “ Yavanaswa, prlnco of Farlipoor” Of tho topography 
of Parlipour, the Hal i tores have no other notion than that it was in 
tho north ; hut in the declared race of their progenitor, a Yawn 
prince, of the Aawa or Ani tribe.t ** have a proof of the Scythia 
origin of this Rajpoot family. 

The ehroniclo pro«*ds with the foundation of Knny*-cilbja.* 
or Gwouj. and the origin of Ciuna-dhwajii.Jj (vulgu Camuhuj), the 
titular appellation of its princes, nnrl concludes with the thirteen 
great sac'Art, or ramifications of the lUktoros, arid their Gorivt- 
nch urifu, or genealogical creed. * 

Another roll, of consideiable antiquity, commences in the fabulous 
age, with a long string of names, without fact* ; its sole value con- 
sists in the esteem iu which the tribe holds iL We may omit all 
that precedes Nayil Pal, who, in tho year S- 5 20 (A.D. 470*), con- 
quered Oftnouj, daring it • monarch AjfnaJ : from which period the 
rac« was termed Canuujca Rah tore. The genealogy proceeds to 
Jcichund, the last monarch of Canouj ; relate* the emigration of his 
nephew &&ji, or Sevaji, and Ins establishment m the depart 
(Murovwc ir). with a handful of his brethren (a wreck of the mighty 
kingdom of Gancuj) ; and terminates with the death of Raja Jes- 
\riint Sing, in S. 1735 (AD. 1070), describing every branch and 
scion, until we see them spreading over Maroo. 

Genealogy ceases to be an uninteresting pursuit, when it enable 
us to mark the progress efi animal vegetation, from the genii L> tho 
complete development of tho free, until the land is overshadowed 
with its bianche*; and ban* as is the chronicle to tho moralist or

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hixtocin*, it exhibits to tho oUorvor of the power* of tin animal 
coonomy, data. which the annals of no other j>o«>lo on earth mu 
furnish. In A.D. 1193. wa see the throw of Jeichuuii overturned ; 
hio nephew, with a handful of retainers, taking sendee with a petty 
chieftain in the Indian derail. In less than four ojhturics, wo find 
tho descendants of thew exiles of the Ganges occupying nearly the 
whole of tho do-art ; having founded three capitals, studded the 
land with the caaUea of its feudality, and bringing into th.« field fifty 
thousand men, ek bdp ta IM, ' the suns of one father/ to combat the 
emperor of Dehli. What a contrast docs their unnoticed growth 
present to that of the Islamite conquerors of Urnouj, of whom live 
dynasties passed away in ignorance of tho renovated existence of l)«- 
Ruhtorc, until the ambition of Sherc Shah brought him into contact 
with tho descendants of S«iji, who-; valour caused him to oxdaim 
" ho had nearly lost the crown of India for a handful of barley," in 
allusion to the poverty of their land ! 

What a sensation does it not excite, when we know thnt a senti- 
ment of kindred pervades every individual of this imwemc affiliated 
body, who can point out, in the great tree, the branch of his origin, 
whilst not one is too remote from the main stem to forget its pij.tme 
connexion with it ! The moral sympathies create I by such a system 
pass unheeded by the chronicler, who must deem it futile to describe 
whut all sensibly fed. and which renders his page, albeit little mom 
than a string of names, one of pataurount interest to the ' sons of 
Sr»jL' 

Tho third authority is the Somtj PruJuu (Sirryn iVahiai), com- 
posed by the hard Kurnidhan. during tho reign and by command ef 
Raja Abbyo Sing. ^ This poetic history, comprised in 7,5») stanzas, 
wan copied from tho original manuscript, and tout to me by Raja 
Man, in tire year 1S20.* A 3 usual, theiavyu (bird) commences with 
the origin of all things, tracing the Rahtores front the creation down 
to Sooruitra ; front whence is a blank until he recommences with tiro 
name of Camd'huj, which appears to have been the title assumed by 
Nayn Pal, 011 Ilia conquest of Canwij. Although Kumi Ilian must 
have taken his facm from the royal records, they coirospond very 
well with the roll from Nsdolaye. The toad is, however, in a great 
hurry to bring the founder of tire Rahtores into Mar war, arxl slurs 
over* the defeat and death of Jeichund Nor does he dwell long on 
Iris descendant^, though he enuincmcs them all, and points out tlw 
leading events until he reaches tire reign of Jcswutit Sing, "land* 
father of A bhye Sing, who “ojmmaruled the Lon] to write the Sooiitj 
“ Pr>ihu." 

Tho next authority Is the Raj Room* Akk&lt, or 'll*.- royal 
relations.' This work commences with a short account of the 
Sa-ryammu, from their cradle at Ajodia; their takes up Seoji’n 
nvigatim, and in the same rtrasn as the prowling work, rapidly 



TjU uiaauwript is deposited In the library of the Royal Anbr &*cdety. 
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passes overall ovenU until the duvth of Raja Jeswunt ; but it brrorre* 
a perfect chronicle of events during the minority of his successor 
Ajit, his eventful reign, and that of Abhye Sing, to the conclusion of 
the war against Sirbolund Khan, viceroy of Guzrarat. Throwiig 
aside the meagre historical introduction, it is professedly & chronicle 
of the events from S. 1735 (AD. 1G79), to S. 1787 (A.i). 1731;, tin 
period to which the Sooraj Praia* is brought down. 

A portion of the Beejtj Vuia», a poem of 100,000 couplets, ul» 
fell into my lunds : it chiefly relates to the reign of the prince whose 
rnnie it beam, Beojy Sing, tlio son of Bukbt Sing. It details the 
civil wars waged by Beejy Sing and hi* cousin Kant Sing (non of 
Abhye Sing), and the consequent introduction of the Jlahrrirtns into 
Marwar, 

From a biographical work named simply KlUSi, or 'Story,' I 
obtained that portion which relates to the lives of itua Oodi Sing, 
the friend of Akber; bin srn Raja Guj, and grandson Jeswunt Sing. 
TW sketches exhibit in tnio colours the character of tlie Rnhtoiea. 



Besides these, I caused to 1» drawn up by an intelligent man, who 
had passed his life iu ofEce at Jodp&jr, a memoir of transactions 
from tho death of Ajit Sing, in A.D. ll!20, down to the treaty with 
the English government in A.D. 1818. The ancestors of thu narrator 
had filled offices of trust in the state, and he was a living chronicle 
both of the past and present 

From these aoorc#*, from conversations with the reigning sovereign, 
his nobles, his ambassadors, and subject*, materials were collected for 
tliis sketch of the Rah tores. —barren, indeed, of events at first, but 
redundant of them as we advance. 

A genealogical table of tlie Rab tores is added, shewing the grand 
olfsoto, whew descendants oonntituto the feudal friraye of the present 
day. A glance at this table will shew the claims of each house ; and 
in its present distracted condition, owing to civil broils, will enable 
tlie paramount power to mediate, wlren necessary, with impartiality, 
in Uic conflicting claims of the prince and his feudatories. 

We shall not attempt to solve the question, whether the Rah torts 
are, or are not, Rawvd-vansa, ' Children of die Sun nor shall we 

3 ote either the birth or etymon of tiro find Kahtore (from the 
or spino of Indr.-.), or search in the north for tho kingdom of the 
nominal father ; but be content to conclude tha*. this celestial intcr- 
fereroe in tho household concerns of the Parlipoor prince w» 
invented to cover some disgrace The name of katana, with tho 
adjunct Asuu or As i, dearly indicates the Indo-ScyUric ' barbarian’ 
from beyond tire Indus. In tho genealogy of the Lunar races 
deaevuded of Budha and Ella (ifercury and tho fia/ffc— seo Table 
I, V oL I), the five sons of Baj-aswa are m&do to people the countries 
On and beyond tho Indus; and in the scanty records of Alexanders 
invasion, mention U made of many races, as the Asasens and Asacani, 
still dwelling in the**; regions. 
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This period was fruitful in change to tho olil established dynasties 
of the Hindu continent, when numerous races of Ucvbariuua. vis., 
Huns. Parthian*, and Goto, had fixed colonies on her western and 
northern frontlet* •

But wc can assart that it must have been a splendid dynasty, 
and 'that their actions, from the conqueror Nayn Pal, tOtfc last 
prince, Jetchund, were well deserving of commemoration. ThS they 
were commemorated in written records, there cannot be a douit j for 
tho trade of the bardic chroniclers in India has flourished in ni ages. 



Although we have abundant authority to astert the grandur of 
the kingdom of Cnnouj*! at the period of its extinction. k»tl from 
thu bard Ckund and the concurrent tosUnvony of Mahuuedan athow, 
yet are we astonished at the description of the capital, uttestd not 
only by the annals of the Rah turns, hut by those of their antapnisia, 
the Chuhans. 

Tlie circumvallation of Canouj covered a space of more thantlrirty 
miles; and its numerous forces obtained for its prince the tpibet of 
" Dul Panijkt." meaning that the mighty boat {Dul) trai lanunr had 
a halt in its movements owing to ila numbers, of which Jhund

“ Eighty thousand men in armour; thirty thoinwind honso covered 
"with pakhur, or quilted mail; threa hundred thousand paekA or 

* infantry ; and of bow-men and battle-axes two hundred thousand; 
“ besides a cloud of elephants hearing warriors." 

This immerse army was to oppow the Yavana beyond the Indus ; 
for, as tho chronicle says, “ The king of Got and link crossed the 
" Attok. There Jey Sing met tho conflict, when the SU/tb changed 

* its name to SoorlMb.* There was the Ethiopic {Habdtfe) king, 
“ and the AUfui Frank learned in all arte,+ overcome by tho low 
"of Canouj." 

The chronicles of the Chuhans, the sworn foe of the Rah tores, 
repeat the greatness of the meoajcli of Canouj, and give him the 
title of “ J/andalica" They a dim that ho ovorcamo the king of 
the north.; making eight tributary kings prisoners ; that he twice 
defeated Sidraj, king of Anhui warm, and extended his dominions 
south of the Nertmdda, and that at length, in the fulness of his pride, 
he had divine honours pud him in the Me Soenair. Tnis distinction, 
which involves the most august ceremony, and is held as a virtual 
assumption of universal supremacy, had *in all ages been attended 
with disaster. In the rite of Soermir, every office, down to tho 
scullion of tho • Rusoroh or banquet- hall, mast be performed by 
royal personages ; nor had it been attempted by any of the dynasties 
which ruled India since the Tandu : not oven Vicrama, though bo 
introduced bis own era, lind tho audacity to attempt what the liah- 
toro determined to execute- All India was agitated by the accounts 
of the magnificence of tho preparations, and circular invitations wore 
despatched to every prince, inviting him to assist at the pompous 
ceremony, which was to conclude with the nuptials of the Raja’s only 
daughter, who, according to tho customs of those days, would select 
her future lord from tho assembled chivalry of India l f he Chohan bard 
describes the revelry and magnificence of the scene : the splendour 
of this YugnUa, or ‘ hall of sacrifice,' surpassing all powers or descrip- 
tion ; in which was assembled all the princes of India, " save tho 
"lord of theChohans, and Samara of ale war," who, scorning this 
assumption of supremacy, Jeichund made their effigies in gold, 
assigning to them the most servile |H*te ; that of the king c: the 
Choiiani being PoUak, or ‘porter of the hall’ Pirthimj, whoso 
life was ono succession of feats of arms and gallantly, ha -1 a 
double motive for nidi on — love and revenge. He detuiiiiiutd to

Tho C'holun 
cxecutoi his purpow, and, with the tlUt of the waniora of Dchli, 
bore off the princess in open day from Canouj. A «es|eratc running- 
tight of five days Uxik place To use the wonls of the haul, " he 
" prenerved hia prize ; he gained immortal renown, but he lost tho 
“ sinews of Dchli” So did Jeiehund thorn of Canouj ; and each, who 
had singly repelled all attacks of the kings, fell in turn a prey to 
the Ghori Sultan, who skilfully availed himself of these interna- 
Uonal feuds, to make a permanent conquest of India.

There were four great kingdoms, vis. : 

1st — D ehli, under the Tuars and Chohans ; 

2 nd.— C asouj, under the Rahtores; 

3d— Mbwar. under the GheloUw ; 

4th.— AxHi’tWARRi, under the Chauras and Solankhis. 

To one or other of theao states, the numerous potty princes of 
India paid homage and feudal service. Tho boundary between 
Dchli and Canouj was tho Cali-nadi, or ' black stream ' the Calmdi 
of the Greek geographers. Dchli claimed supremacy over all the 
countries westward to the Indus, embracing the lands watered by 
its arms, from the foot of the Himalaya,— the desert,— to the 
Aravulli chain. The Chohan king, successor to the Team, enumer- 
ated one hundred and eight groat vas-ale, many of whom were 
subordinate princes. 

The power of Canouj extended north to the foot of the Snowy 
mountains ; eastward to CW (Benares) ; and ncrow the Chumbul to 
the lands of the Chundail (now Bundelkhund) ; on the south its 
possessions came in contact with Mdwar. 

Mr war, or Medya-vxir, the ' central region,’ was bounded to the 
north by the Aravulli, to tins south by the Pramaraa of Dhar 
(dependent on Canouj), and westward by Anhulwarra, which state 
was bounded by the ocean to the south, the Indus on the west, and 
the desert to the north. 

There are records of gnat wars amongst all tliose princes. The 
Qioham and Ghelotea, whoso dominions were contiguous, wore 
generally allies, and the Rahtores and Til am (predecessors o: tho 
CSiohans) who wrre_ only divided by the Cali-nadi. often dyed it 
with their blood- Yetthb warfare was never of an exterminating 
kind ; a marriage quenched a feud, and they remained friends until 
some new cause of strife arose. 

If, at the period preceding Mahmoud, tho travellor had journeyed 
through the courts of Europe, and takcD tho line of route, in sub* 
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S ent agon pursued by Timoor, by Byzantium, through Ghiaui 
mod '■'ith the spoil* of India), to Dehli, Cariouj, and Anhui wana, 
how superior in all that const to tea civilization would die Rajpoot 
nrinoa have appeared to him I— in arts immeasurably so ; in arms 
by no means interior. At that epoch, in tlic west, as in the coat, 
every state was governed on feudal principles, Happily for Europe, 
tho deinociatkal principle gained admittance, and imparted anew 
character to her institutions ; while tint third estate of India, indeed 
of Asia remained permanently excluded from all share in the 

£ comment which was supported by its labour, every pursuit but 
it of arms being deemed ignoble. To this cause, and the endless 
ware which feudality engenders, Rajpoot nationality fell a victim, 
when attacked by the means at command of the despotic kings of 
tho north. 

Shabudin, king of Ghor, taking advantage of these dissensions, 
invaded India. He firet encountered Pirthiraj, the Chohan king of 
Dahli. tho outwork and bulwark of India, which fell. Shabudin 
then attacked Jcichund, who was weakened by tlie previous struggle. 
Canonj p«t forth all her strength, but in vain ; nnd her monarch 
waa the Ia-:t son of " ihe Yaoam of Parlipoor," who ruled on the 
banks of the Ganges He met a death congenial to the Hindu, being 
drowned in the sacred stream in attempting to escape. 

This event happened in S. 1249 (A.D. 1193), from which perkd 
the overgrown, gorgeous Carroty censed to be a Hindu city, when tho 
“thirty -six races" of vasal prinixs, from the Himalaya to tho 
Vindhya, who served under the banners of “ Bardai Stmt,"’ retired 
to their patrimonial estates. But though the Rah tore name ceased 
to exist on the shores of the Ganges, destiny decreed that a scion 
should bo preferred, to produce in a lass favoured land a long line 
of Icings ; that in thirty-one generations, hia descendant, Raja Man, 
“ Haj. llujanmra" - the king, tho lord of kings.’ should be as vain- 
glorious of the sceptre of Maroo, as either Jeichund when bo com- 
manded divine honours, or his still more remote ancestor Nayn Pul 
fourteen cen turret before, when he erected his throne in Canouj. Tho 
Rolitorc may well boast of hia pedigree, whan ho can trace it through 
a period of 1360 years, in lineal descent from male to male; and 
contented with this, may leave to the mystic page of the bard, or the 
interpolated pages of the Purdnas, the period precoding Nayn Pul.

Ik S. 12$8 (AD. 1212), eighteen years subsequent to the over- 
throw of Canouj, Seiji and Soitrani. graud.sons of its last monarch, 
abondoned the land of their birth, and with two hundred retainers, 
the wreck of their vassalage, journeyed westward to the desert, with 
the intent, according to some of the chronicles, of making n pilgrim- 
age to the shrine of Dwarica , but accordin'' U> others, juul with 
more probability, to enrvo their fortunes in fresh fiolde, unscathed by 
the luxuries in which they had bwn tried, and proud in their poverty 
and wle heritage, the glory of Canouj. 

Let us rapidly' sketch tlie geography of the tribes over whom it 
was destined these emigrant* of the Ganges should obtain the 
mastery, from the Jumna to the Indus, and the Ganili river to the 
Aravufli hills. First, on the east, the Cutchwahas, under -Milaisi, 
whose lather, Rao I’ujcon, was killed in the war 0 ! Canouj. Ajuier, 
Sunbhur, and tho wt landa of the Choliaus, foil rapidly to tho 
Islamite — though tho strong-holds of the AravuUi yet sheltered 
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some, And Nadole continued for a century more to lie governed I > v a 
descendant of Bocauldeo. Mansi. Rana of the Eendoh '.rile, a branch 
ol ihe rurihare. still held Mundore, and the various Bkn*uu around 
paid him a foudaJ #ubj«tion as the Qrtt chief of the <l«scrt, IWtli- 
ward, about Nagoro, lived the community of the Mohila (a name 
extinct), whose chief place wasAureent, on which depended 1,440 
villager The whole of the tract* now occupied Ly Bikaner to 
Bhatnair were partitioned into petty republics of Oetes or Jits, 
whose history will hereafter be related. Thence to the Garnh river 
tliu Joliyas, DyiLs, Oaths. 1 . Langahai, and other tribes whose nunes 
arc now obliterated, partly by the sword, par tly by eonversiui to 
Idamism. The Bhalti. had for centuries been established within 
the lounds they still inhabit, and little expected that this hacdfol 
of Rahtores was destined to contract them. The Soda princes 
adjoined the Bbattig south, nad the Jliardjaa occupied the valley of 
the Indus and Cutch. Tba Solankhia intervened between them and 
the Pramaras of Abco and CanndravnU, which completed the chain 
by junction with Nodoln Various chiofcains of the more ancient 
races, loading a life of fearless independence, acknowledging an occa- 
sional submission to their more powerful neighbours, were scattered 
throughout this space ; such as the Daboys of Eedur and llehwo ; 
the GohiU of Khtrd'hur ; the Deoras of Saneh ore ; and Scnigums of 
Jhaloro; the Mohibof Auujecit ; tiro SinkUn of Sindli, dsa; ail of 
whum have either had thoir birth-right wi zed by the Rahtom, or tho 
few who have survived and yet retain them, am unrolled *in:<>gst 
their allodial vaftiak 

The first exploit of Suoji wia at Koloomud (twenty miles wcel of 
the dty of RSkam'r, not then in existence), the residence of a chief- 
tain of the Sobnkhi trite He received the royal emigrants with 
kindness, and the latter repaid it by the offer of their services to 
combat his enemy, the Jhaitfja chieftain of Phoolr*, mil known 
in all the anual* of the period, from tho Sutlej to the ocean, as 
Lokha Phoolana. the nvoet celebrated riever of Maroo, whose c<wfcio 
of Phoolra stood amidst the almost inaccessible sand-hills of the 
desert. By this timely succour, the Solankhi gained a victory over 
LaUha, but with the law of Ssitram and several of his band. Iri 
gratitude for this service, the Solankhi bestowed ujxm S^Jji his lister 
in marriage, with an ample dower ; and he continued his route by 
Anhui warm Patuu, where he vai heritably entertained by iU? prino. 
♦»» the oli rire of D wariest, It was th<* good fortune of S^Aji again 0> 
enoountcr Lakha, whow wandering; habits had brought him on a 
foray into the territory of Anhulwarra. Besides tho love of glory 
and the umbition of maintaining the reputation of hi* race, he had 
the stimulus of revenge, and that of a brothers blood II* waa 
aocccaaful, though he lost & nephew, slaying Lakha in single combat, 
which magnified his fame in all thte* regions, of which Phoolana 
was the «XAiige. 

Flushed with sucoss*. wc hear nothing of the completica of Seiji's 
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pilgrimagc, but obedient to the axiom of tho Rajpoot, "get land,’ 
we" findhitu on tho hunk* of the Looni, exterminating. at a feast, 
the Dnboy* ol' Mehwo* and soon afrer the Gohils of Kherdliur.f 
whose chief. Moltesdaa, fell by the sword of the grandson of Jcichund. 
Here, in the “ loud of Khdr, amidst the sand-hills of the l/roni, (the 
salt-river ot the desert), from which the Gohils were expelled, Sitfji 
planted the standard of the Ibdriorca. 

At this period, a community of Brahmins held the city and exten- 
sive lands about Palli, from which they were termed Palliiutl ,- awl 
being greatly hnnused by tlio iucuiaions of the mountaineers, the 
MuiiM and Meenns, they called in tin- aid of Saji’s bond, which 
readily undertook and executed the task of rescuing the Brahmins 
from their depredations. Aware that they would be renewed, they 
offered Sdflji lands to settle amongst them, which were readily 
accepted; and hero ho had a son by the Solankhani, to whom ho 
gave the name of Asolluuna. With her, it is recorded, the sugges- 
tion originated to mako himself k>rd of Palli ; uud it affords another 
example of the disregard of the early Rajpoots for the sacred order, 
that on the I/di, or ‘ Saturnalia,' he found an opportunity to “ obtain 
" latid," putting to death the heads of this community, and adding 
the district to his conquests S&ji outlived his treachery only 
twelve month*, leaving his acquisitions as a nucleus for further 
additions to his children. Ho had threo son*, Anjt’hama, Soning, 
and AjnaL 

One of the chronicles asserts that it was Asot’hama, the successor 
of &c6ji, who conquered * the land of Kb6r” from the Gohils. By 
the mine snecra of treachery by which his father attained Palli, he 
lent his aid to establish his brother Soning in Eedur This smail 
principality, on the frontiers of Guzzerat, tlven appertained, as did 
Mehwo, to the Babey race ; and it was during the maatum, or period 
of mourning for one of its princes, that Uie young Rail to re chose to 
obtain a new settlement. His descendants ore distinguished as the 
Hatondia Rahtona. The third brother. TIja, carried his forays as far as 
the extremity of tlio Saurashtra peninsula, where he decapitated 
Beekumsi, the Chawars, chieftain of OkamundalaJ and cstablrdrcd 
hi ms; If. From this act his branch became known as the “ Badhait ,'Sj 
and the Badhails are still in considerable number iu that furthest 
track of aucieat Hinduism called the " World’s End.” 

Awt'hauia died, leaving eight sons, who became the heads of elans, 
vis., Doohur, Jopi, Khimpsao, Bhopooo, Dhandul, Jaitmol, Bandur,

Doohur succeeded Asothama He made an unsuccessful effort to 
recover Canoiij ; and then attempted to wrest Mundore from tho 
Puriliars, tut " watered their lands with hi* blood." lie left seven 
sons, vU, Roe pal, Kecrutpd. BuLur, Pwtul, Joogail. Daloo, and &?gur. 

■Rooptl nuo^xded, and revenged the death of his father, slaving 
the Purihar of Mundore, of wliieh he oven obtained temporary 
possession. He hud a progeny ef thirteen sons, who rapidly spread 
then issue over these regions. He was succeeded by hU son Kanlul, 
whose successor was his son Jaihun ; he was succeeded by his son 
Oiado, whose successor was hia son Thccdo. All these carried on a 
linn pirate warfare with, and mode conquests from, their neighbours. 
Chndo and Theedo are mentioned at very troublesome neighbours in 
tho annala of tho Bhattia of JessoWr. who were compelled 
to eany tho war against them into the " land of Klier.” Ran 
Theedo took the rich district of Beenmahl from the Stmigurra, and 
made other additions to his territory 'nun the Deoraa and Balcchas. 
He vaa succeeded by Siluk or Silko. Ilia issue, tin; SUkatmOs, now 
KhomiftB, arc yet numerous both in Hohwo and Rardurro. Silko 
waa succeeded by his son Beenmulo, who attacked tho Johyaa yf 
the nortli, and fell in battle. Hia descendant*, styled Btenntwlt and 
Jictjjw&t. from another son Becjj, are numerousn't SaiUoo, Sewanoh. 
smd Daichoo. Beeruradeo waa succeeded by his son Chondt, an 
important name iu the aunala of tho Kah tores. Hitherto they hail 
attracted notice by their valour and their raids, whenever there was 
n pnwpect of sueceas ; but they had so multiplied in eleven genera- 
tions, that they now essayed a higher flight Collecting all the 
branches bearing the name of Halnore, Oionda aw^aultcd Mundore, 
Blew the Purihar prince, and planted the banners of Canouj on the 
ancient capital of Mario. 

So fluctuating are the fortunes of the daring Rajpoot, ever courting 
distinction and coveting Mom, ■ land,’ that buf a short time before 
this succere, Chonda had been expelled from all the lands acquired 
by his ancestors, and wav indebted to the hospitality of a luxnl of tho 
Cnaran tribe, at Kalooj and they yet circulate the catif, or quatrain, 
made by luin when, in the days of his greatness, ho came and was

Chonda had ako one daughter named If ansa, married to liiicla 
Rana of Mewar, whew: son was the celebrated Koombho. It was 
this marriage which tainted that interference in the affair* of Mewar, 
which hail such latal results to both states.; 

The feud between hia fourth son, Irinkowal, and the Bhatti prints 
of Foogul, being deemed singularly illustrative of the Rajpoot 
character, ha* been extracted from the annals of Jewulm^r, in 
another part of this work.§ The Rail tore chronicler does not enter 
into detail*. but merely states the result, as ultimately involving the 
death of Chonda— simply that " lit was slain at N agora with one 
“ thousand Rajpoots " ami it is to the chronicles of Jessulmdr we are 
indebted for our knowledge of the manner. Chonda acceded in S 
143S (A.D. 1332), and was slain in S 1*6.3. 

Rinmul succeeded. His mother was of tire Qohil tribe. In 
stature he was almost gigantic, ami was the most athletic of all the 
athtotea of his nation. With the death of Cltonda, Nagore was again 
lost 1-1 the Rail tores. Rnnn I*kha presented Rinmul with tho 
township of Durlo and forty villages upon his sister’s marriage, when 
he almost resided at Cheetoie, and was considered by the Rana os 
the first of his chiefs. With tho forces of ili war added to hia own, 
under pretence of conveying a daughter to tho viceroy of Ajmer, ho 
introduced hia adherents into that renowned fortress, the ancient 
capital of the Cholians, putting the garrison to tin- sword, aud thus 
l stored it to Mo war. Khetmii Panelidi, tho adviser of this measure, 
was rewarded with a grant of the township of Kadtoh, then lately 
captured from the Kmm-KMnia. Rinmul went on a pilgrimage to 
Gya, and paid the tax exacted for all the pilgrims then assembled. 

The bard seldom intrudes the relation of civil affaire into his page, 
and when he does, it is incidentally. It would be folly to suppose 
that the princes of Maroo had no legislative reorders ; but with 
these the poet had no bond of union. He, however, eondctccnds to 
inform us of an important measure of Rao Rinmul, namely, that 
he equalized the weights and measures throughout his dominions, 
which ho divided as at present. The last act of Rinuiul, in treach- 
erously attempting to usurp the throne of the infant Ram of Mewar, 
was deservedly punished, and he was slain by the faithful Chonda, 
a* related in the annals of that statc.|| This feud originated the line 
of demarcation of the two states , 1 ami which remained unaltered

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until ronmt times, when Morwar at length toadied Uic Aravulli. 
Rao Rinniul left twenty-four win., whose uaue, and that of his 
eldest son. Joda, form the ^roat vassalage of Mai-war. For thin 
reason, however barren is a mere catalogue of names, it is of the 
utmcnt value to those who desire to see the growth of thefrinure 
of such a cuuuu unity.*

The sixth son, Becko, followed the path already tvod ly his undo 
Kandul, with whom lio united, and conquered the tract* imacssed by 
the six Jit communities. Ho erected a city, which he culled after 
himself Beekimer, or Bikaner. 

Joda outlived tiie foundation of hist new capita) thirty ycai>, and 
beheld his son* and crandsom rapidly peopling and subjugating tho 
regions of Maroo. in S. 15*5. aged sixty-one, ho departed this life, 
and his ashes were housed with tin** of his fathom, in the anceatial 
abode ot % Mundore. This prince, the second founder of his race in 
these regions, was mainly indebted to tho adversities of early 
life f<ir ill© prosperity liib later years enjoyed ; they led him to 
tho discovery of worth in the more undent, but neglected, allodial 
proprietors displaced by his ancestors, and driven into the least 
accessible regions of the desert It was by their aid he was enabled 
to redeem Mundore, when exjvrJled by the Oehlotes and ho nobly 
preserved the remembrance thereof m the day of his prosperity. 
The warriors whose forms arc sculptured from the living rock at 
M under;!, owe the perpetuity of their fame to Urn gratitude of Joda ; 
through them hi* not only recovered, but mi larged hfc dominions + 
In less than three centuries after their migration from C&nouj, the 
Rail torts, the issue of Seuji, spread over a surface of four degrees of 
longitude and the «uue extent of latitude, or nearly 80 ,<JWJ miles 
.square, and they amount at this day, in spite of the havoc occasioned 
by perpetual ware and famine, to 500,000 soula While wo thus 
oon template the renovation of the Rahtore race, from a ringle .scion 
of that magnificent tree, whose branches once overshadowed tho 
plains of Gangs, let ns withdraw from oblivion fcoiue of the many 
noble names they displaced, which now live only in tho poets pace. 
Well may the Rajpoot repeat tliecver-recurringainule, "All ls unstable; 
* life ia like the scintillation of tho firo-tly ; houso and land will 
“ depart, bat a good name will last for ever i What a list of noble 
tribes could wo enumerate now eras*] from independent existence 
by the success* of "the children of Seva' Puriharas, 

tend cw, Saoklaa, Chobans, Gohils, Dabcys, Sindhils. MohiU, Soni- 
gumts, CalUs.JiUt, liool& &c. f and tho few who still exist only as 
retauiora of the Knhtoic. 

Scojoh§ (Soorajmul) succeeded, and occupied tho gadi of Joda 
during twenty-seven yean, aud had at least tho merit of adding to

The subject is one 
chosen ov the itinerant minstrel of Maroo, who, nt the lair of the 
Teej, still sings tho rape of tho one hundred and forty virgins of 
Poqar, and their rescue by their cavniier prinoe at the price of his 
own blood. 

Scojoh had five sons, via., 1. Shago, who died in non-age : his son 
Gutiga succeeded to the throne. Qodoh, who hud eleven sons : 
the/forraed the clan Oodawut, whose chief liels are Neonaj, Jytarun, 
Ooondochc, Biratea, Raepoor, tec, besides places in Xlcwar. 3, Saga, 
from whom descended the clan Sagawut ; located at Burwoh. *, 
Piiag, who originated tho Priagote elan.' 5, Boerumdeo, whoso son, 
Naroo, receive divine honours as tho of Maroo, and whoce 
statue is worshipped at Sojut. His descendants are styled -Nar.uvut 
Joda, of whom a branch is established at Puchpahar, in Harcuti. 

Ganga. grandson of Soojoh, succeeded his grandfather in S. 1 572 
(A.D, 1516) j but his unde, Saga, determined to contest his right to 
the 5 <(<fv, invited the aid of Dowlut Khan Lodi, who had recently 
expelled the Rahtona from N ago re. With this auxiliary a civil 
strife cconinenced, arid tho sons of Joda wore marshalled against each 
other. Congo, con tiling in the rectitude of his came, and reckoning 
upon the support of the best swords of Maroo, spurned tho oiler of 
compromise .made by the Pat'hon, of a partition of its lands between 
the claimants, aud gave battle, in which his uncle Saga was slain, 
uud his auxiliary*, Dowlut Khan, iguoininiously defeated. 

’rwelve years after the accession of Ganga, the sons of Joda were 
called on to unite their forces to Me war to oppose tho invasion of the 
Moguls from Tui kistan. Sauga Rana, who hod ituuiued the station 
of his ancostore amongit tho princes of Hind, led tho war, and tho 
king of Maroo deemed it no degradation to acknowledge his supre- 
macy, and send bis qua tin to tight under tho staodurxi of Mdwar, 
whoso chronicles do more justice to the Rahtores than those of their 
own bards. Thu, which was the last Confederation made by the 
Rajpoots for national independence, was defeated, ns already relate!, 
in the fatal Held of Bi&na, where, had treachery not aided tho 
intrepid Baber, the Rahtore sword would have bail its full share in 
rescuing the nation from the Mnhomedan yoke. It is sufficient to

Gang* died’ four years alter this event, and was succeeded by 

Maldco in S. 1388 (A.D. 1382), a name ns distinguished as any of 
tlio noUo prinoea in the chronicles of Maroo. The position of 
Warwar at this poiiod was eminently excellent for the increase and 
consolidation of its resources. The emperor Baber found no temp- 
tation in her sterile lands to divert him from the rich plains of tnc 
Ganges, where he had abundant occupation; and the districts and 
strung-hold* on the emperors frontier of Maroo, still held by tho 
odicere of the preceding dynasty, were rapidly acquired by hlaldeo, 
who planted hi- garrison* in '.ho very heart of Dhoond6r. Too 
death of Sang* Rana. and the misfortunes of the house of M£w«r, 
cursed with n succefeion of minor princes and at once beset by tho 
Moguls from the north, and the kings of Guzzerat, ielt Maldeo to the 
uncontrolled exerciw of his power, which, like a true Rajpoot, he 
employed against friend and fue, and become beyond a doubt tho 
fiist prince of Raj warn*, or, in fact, as styled by the Jlahorccdan 
historian Kerishta, "the most potent prince in Hindustan.” 

The yenr of Xfaldco’s installation, he redeemed tho two most 
important possessions of his house. Nagore and Ajmer. In 1386 h« 
captured Jlialore, Sewaiioh, and Bhndrajoon fiom the Sindhils , nod 
two years later dispossessed the sons of lieeka of supreme power 
in Bikaner. Mehwo, and the traots on the Looni, the earliest 
possesions of liis house, which bad thrown off all dependence, lie 
once innrc subjugated. And compelled tho ancient allodial temntry to 
hold of him in chief, »nd serve with their quotas. He engaged in 
war with the Bhattis, and conquered Beekutnpoor, where a branch of 
his family remained, and are now incorporated with the Jcssulmi-r 
BLitc, and, under the name of MaldoM&l’ have the credit of being the 
moot dol ing robbers of the deierL Hu oven established branches of 
hia family m M»wnr and Dhoonddr. took, and fortifioil fhatnoo, not 
twenty miles south of the capital of the Cutchwabaa. He captured 
and restored Serohi from the Deoraa, fiom which house was his 
mother. But Maldeo not only acquired, but determined to retain, 
Lis conquest*, and erected numerous fortification* thmughouL the 
country Ho enclosed tho city of Jodpoor with n strong wall, 
Insides erecting a palace, and adding other works to tho fortress. 
The circuinvalitttibna of Mairtoa and its fort, which he called Mal- 
kote, cost him £24,000. He dismantled Satulmer, ami with the

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material? fortified 1 'okum, which lie took from the Bhattia, traie- 
jiliuiun" the entire imputation, which oamprehendod the richest 
merchants of lUjnst'han. Ho erected forte at Bbadmjoon, on tho 
hill of Bheembde. near Sewanoh, at Qoondochc, at Rceah. Peopar, 
anil Dhooiura. Ho made she Koondulkota at Sewanoh,and greatly 
added to that of Filodi. first made by Hamim Nimwut, He also 
elected that button in Guifa Bce'.li (the citadel of Ajiner) called the 
Koto-boon, and showed hia skill in hydraulics by tho construction 
of a wheel to bring wntcr into the fort The chronicler adds, that 
•> by the wealth of Suuhor" meaning the resources of this salt lake, 
he was enabled to accomplish these works, and furnishes a list of 
the possessions of Jodpoor at this period, which wo cannot exclude : 
Soju I Sam bur. Maine a, Khatah, Bednorc. Ladnno, Rnepoor, BuaU- 
rojooo, Nagore, Sewanoh, Lohagurb, Jykuigurh, Bikaner, Beenmahl, 
Pokurn, Baraiair, Kuaoli, Revasw, • Jqjawur, Jhnlore, Bnoli, Malar, 
Nadole, Filodi, Snnchcro, Doedwana, Chataoo, Iowsin, Mulonu, 
Deonih, Fnttehpoor, L'muisir, Khawur, Baaiamya - , Tonk, Thoda, 
Ajmer, Jehajpoor and Pramnr-Cft-Oodipoor (in Shekhavati); in all 
thirty-eight districts, several of which, as Jluilore, Ajratfr, Tonk, 
Thoda and Bo I no re, comprehended each throe hundred and sixty 
townships, and there were none which did not number eighty. But 
of those enumerated in Dhoondur, as Chatsoo, Lowain, Took, Tlioda, 
and Jehajroor in Mewar, th« possesion was but transient ; and 
although Bednorc, and its three hundred and sixty townships, worn 

S ’ *1 by Rahtores, they were tho descendants of the Mairteas 
Jeimul, who became one of the great vassals of Mewar, and 
would, in its defence, at all times draw the* swords against tho land 
which gave them birth.” This branch of the house of Jcda had for 
nomc time been too powerful for subjects, and Mairtca vras resumed. 
To this act Mfwar was indebted for the services of this heroic oh inf. 
At the suroe time, the growing power of others of the great vassalage 
of Mar war was checkoJ by resumptions, when Jytarun from tire 
Oodawuta, and several other tietk, were added to the fisc. The 
feudal allotments had never been regulated, but went on increasing 
with the energies of the state, and iho piogcny of its princes, each 
having on hia birth an appunagu assigned to him, until tho whole 
land of Maroo was split into innumerable portions. Maldeo saw 
the necessity for checking this subdivision,. and he created a grada- 
tion of ranks, and established its perpetuity in certain branches of 
the sons of ltinmul and Joda, which has never been altered 
Ten years of undisturbed possession were granted Maldeo to 
perfect his designs, ere bis cares were diverted from these to his 
own defence. Baber, the founder of the Mogul dynasty, was (lead, 
nod his son and successor had been driven from Lis newly -conquered 
throne by his provincial lieutenant. Shere Shall so 'rapidly do 
revolutions crowd upon each other where the sword Is the universal 

•Such Is the iUjpKA’a notion o! urauitorm, or “fidelity to him whose 
salt tlwy oat,” their immediate lots!, «T*u against their king. 
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arbitrator. We have elsewhere routed thnt the fugitive monarch 
sought the protection of Makleo, and we stigmatized his conduct as 
unnational ; but wo omitted to state that Maldco, then heir-apparent* 
lcet his eldest, perhaps then only son Roctoul in the battle of Biana, 
who )od the aid of Marwar on that memorable day, and consequently 
the name of Cbagitai, w hether in fortune or in Might, had no great 
claims to his regard. But little did Maldco dream how cicely tbo 
fortunes of his house would be linked with those of the fugitive 
Hemayoon, and that tie infant Akbdr, born iu this emergency, was 
destined to revenge this breach uf hospitality. SciU less could the 
proud ltahtorc, who traced his ancestry on the throne of Canouj one 
thousand years before tbo birth of the *' barbarian’ of Fergnana, 
deem it within the range of probability, that he should receive 
honours at such hands, or that the first title of Ruja t or 

' raja, lord of rajas/ would be conferred on his own son by this infant v 
then rearing amidst the sand-hill* at the extremity of his desert 
dominion- It i3 cunoua to indulge in the speculative inquiry. 



brought to mind the conduct of Maldeo, which doomed hie birth to 
take place in tho dismal castie of Amerkoto. instead of in the 
splendid lulls of DehlL 

Maldeo derived no advantage from his iohospitality ; for whether the 
luureer deemed his exertions insufficient to secure the royal fugitive, 
or lclt his own power insecure with so potent a neighbour, he led an 
army of eighty thousand men into Marwar. Ma'.deo allowed them 
to advance, and formed an army of nfly thousand lujjjoon* to oppose 
him. Tho judgment and caution he exercised were so great, that 
Shere Shah, well versed in the art of war, was obliged to fortify his 
ciznp at every step. Instead of an easy conquest, he soon repented 
of his rashness when the admirable dispositions of the Rajpoots made 
him dread an action, and from a position whence lie found it impos- 
sible to retreak For a month the aiinics lay in sight of each other, 
every day the king’s situation becoming more critical, and from which 
he saw not the slightest chance of extrication. In this exigence ho 
hid recourse to one of those stratagems which have often operated 
successfully on tho Rajpoot, by sowing distrust in his mind a* to the 
fidelity of his vassals. lie penned a letter, a* if in correspondence 
with them, which l*i contrived to have dropped, as by accident, by 
n messenger sent to negotiate. Perhaps tho severity cf the resump- 
tions of estates seconded this scheme of Shere Shan ; for when the 
stipulated period for tho attack had arrived, the Raja countermanded 
it Th6 reasons for this conduct when success was apparent, were 
soon propagated ; when one or two of the great loaders, in order to 
demonstrate their groundlessness gave an instance of that devotion 
with which tho annab of these state* abound. At tho head of 
twelve thousand, they attacked and forced tho imperial entrenched 
camp, canying destruction even to the quarters of the emperor; but 
multitudes prevailed, and the patriotic clans were ahncibt annihilated. 
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Maldeo, when too late, saw througli tba stratagem which had mode 
him doubt the loyalty of his vuaah. Supentation. and the reproncha* 
of his chieftains for his unworthy suspicions, did the rest ; and tha 
tint lev's- ai masse of the descendant* of Sdoii, arrayed in defence 
of their national liberties, was defeated. With justice did the usurper 
pay homage to their gallantry, when he exclaimod, cu his defivenmuj 
from this |»«ril " he had aeatty lost tko empire of Hinduallmn for 
*• a handful of barley "* 

Maldeo was destined to outlive the Shere-shahi dynasty, and to see 
the imperial crown of India once more encircle the brows of the 
fugitive Hetnayoon.f It had been well for the Rahtores had ha 
years been lengthened; for hi* imld disposition and natural indolence 
of character gave tbem some chance tiat these qualities would be 
their best advocate. But ho did not long eurvivo the restoration. 
Whethorthe mother of his nucccwor, prince Akbcr, not vet fifteen, 
stimulated by the recollection of her misfortunes, nursed hi* young 
animality against Maldeo for the miseries of Amerkote, or whether 
it was merely an act of cautionary polity to curb the Rajpoot power, 
which was inconsistent with his own, in 8. 1617 (A.D. lflbl) he 
invaded Mat-war, and laid siege to Malakoto or Mairtcu, which be 
tcok ufter an obstinata and sanguinary defence, pail of the garrison 
cutting their way through his host, and making good their retreat 
to their prince The important castle of Nagort was also captured; 
and both these strong-holds and their lands were conferred by Akbcr 
ot the younger branch of the family, Rac Sing, prince of Bikaner, 
now catablishoJ in independence of the parent state, Jodpoor. 

In 1023 (A.D. 1569), Maldeo succumbed to necessity; and in con- 
formity with tho tiinea, Bent hUeecoDd eon. Chundcmin, with gifts 
to Akbcr, then at Ajmer, which had become an integral pari of the 
monarchy ; but Akbcr was so dissatisfied with the disdainful bearing 
of tbc desert king, who refused personally to pay his court, that ha 
not only guaranteed the free pomeision oi Bikaner to Rae Sing, but 
presented him with tli e firman for Jodpror itself, with supremacy 
over liia race. Churdwalfc nppewa to havo pcoaeooed all the native 
pride of the Rahtore. and to have been prepared to contest his 
country’s independence, in spite of AkWr and the claim.* of his elder 
brother, Oodi Sing, who eventually was more supple in ingratiating 
Inroad f into the monarch's favour. At the close of life, the old Hao 
had to stand a siege in his capital, and after a brave but fruilleM 
rceietaure, was obliged to yield homage, aud pay it in tho peraoa 
of his sen Oodi Sing, who, attending with a contingent, was enrolled 
amongst the commanders of ‘one thousand and shortly after was 
invested with the title mf Moola Raja, or • the fat Raja,’ bv which 
epithet alone he is designated in the annals of that period

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Chundarsen. with a considerable number of the brave vassal', of 
Manx), determined to cling to independence and the rude fare of the 
desert, rather than servilely fellow in the train of the despot When 
driven from Jodpoor, they took post in Sewanob, in the western 
extremity of the state, and t licit' held out to the death. For seventeen 
years ho maintained Ilia title to tho gadi. and divided tlir allegiance of 
the R»htorc> with his elder brother- Oc-ii Sing (though supported by 
the king), and stcod the st>m in which be nobly fell, leaving three 
sons, Ouguiser, Aiskurn, and Rne Sing, w!h> fought a duel with R.v> 
Saorun, ofSirehi, and was slam, with twenty-four of his chiefs,* 
near tlic town of DuttanL 

Mthleo, though he submitted to acknowledge the supremacy of 
the emperor, wa> at least spared tire degradation of seeing a daughter 
of Hi* blood bestowed upon tho opponent of his faith; be died soon 
after the title was conferred on his son. which sealed the dependeneo 
of Maroo. His latter daj*3 were a dismal contrast to those which 
witnessed hia conquests in almost every part of Raj poo tana, but he 
departed from this world in time to preserve his own honour 
untarnished, with the character of tire mast valiant and energetic 
Rajpoot of his time. Could lie have added to his year* and 
maintained tlwir ancient vigour, he might, by a junction with Pertiu 
of Mewar, who single-handed commenced his career just as Maidens 
dosed, have maintained Rajpoot independence against the rising 
power of the Moguls, f 

Maldeo, who died S. 1671 (A.D. 1615), had twelve sons: —

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CHAPTER IV.

The death of Maldeo formed an important epoch in the annals of 
the Rahtores Up to this period, tho vill had waited upon the with 
of the gallant descendants of Sevi; tut now the Is of Jlaiw 
acknowledged one mightier than they. The banner of the empire 
floated pre-eminent over tlio 'pandmnga,' the five-coloured flag, 
which had led the Rahtores from victory 'to victory, and waved from 
the sand-hills of Amerkotn to the salt -lake of Sambhnr; from the 
desert bordering the Garah to the peaks of the Aravulli. Hence- 
forward. the Rahtore princes had, by their actions or subservience, 
to ascend by degrees the steps to royal favour. They were required 
to maintain u contingent of their proud vassals, headed by the heir, to 
serve at the Moguls pleasant. Their deeds woo them, not ignobly, 
the grace cf the imperial ©suit; but had alavish submission been the 
sale path to elevation, the Rahtore prinoes would never have attained 
a grade beyond the first ‘ flutneuV conferred on Ocdi Sir." Vet 
though streams of wealth enriched the barren plains of Msroo; 
although a portion of the spoils of Goloonda and Beojipcor augmented 
iu treasures, decorated its palaces and embellished its edifice* and 
mausoleums ; although the de«crt kings took the * right hand' of all 
the feudality of Hind, whether indigenous or foreign — a feudal 
assemblage of no less than aoventy-six petty kingdoms— yet the 
Rahtore iclt the sense of his now degraded condition, and* it often 
burst forth even in the presence of the suzerain. 

Maldoo’s death occurred in S 1625 ; but the chronicles do not admit 
of Oodi Sing’s elevation until the death of his brother Cbundervcn, from 
which period we may reckon that ho was, though junior, the choice 
both of his father and the nolle-, who did not approve of Oodi Sing's 
submiaaon to Akbfr In fact, the Raja led the royal forma against 
the most powerful of his vassal*, and resumed almost all the poiseeaions 
ol the Mairtem, and weakened the others. 
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Before we poesed to trace the oouno pursued by Oodi Sing, who 
was seated upon tlw cushion of Mnldeo in S. 1«4U (A D 1384}. let 
us east t short retrospect over the annals of Maroo, since the niigiu- 
tion of the grandson of the potentate of Canouj, which, compared 
with the ample page of western history, present little more than a 
chronicle of hard names, though not depute of facta interesting to 
political science. 

In the table before the reader, aided hy the explanations in the 
text, he will see the whole process of the oanqueit. peopling, and 
settlement of an extensive region, with its partition or allotments 
amongst an innumerable fvb-aye (W.ydrf), whose children continue to 
hold them as vassals of their king and brother, the descendant of 
their mutual an era tor SdvajL 

We may divide the annals of Marwar, from the migration of 
Sfvaii from Cmouj to tho accession of Ooli Sing, into three distinct 
epoens : 

1st— From tho settlement of StMji in the land of Rhdr. In A D. 
1212, to the txmquest of Mundore hy Chondn. in A.D. 1381 ; 

2d — From the conquest of Mundore to the founding of Jodpocr. 

in AD. 1459 ; and 

3d — From die founding of Jodpoor to the accession of Oodi Sing, 
in AD. 1584, when the Ttahtores acknowledged the supremacy of 
the empire. 

Tbe two first epochs were occupied in the subjugation of the 
western portion of the desert from the ancient allodiantv ; nor was 
it until Cbonda conquered Muudoie, oi the decline of die Chohans 
of the east, that tho fertile lands on oithcr side tho Looai were 
formed into fiefe for the children of Rintnul and Joda A change 
of capital with the Rajpoot is always productive of change in the 
internal organization of the state ; and not (infrequently the race 
cl ranges its appellation with it* capital. The foundation of Jodpoor was 
a new era, ana henceforth tho throne of Maroc could only te occupied 
by the trike of Joda, and from branches not constituting the vassals 
of the crown, who were cut off from eiecoaxion. This is n peculiar 
feature in Rajpoot policy, and is common to the whole race, as will 
be hereafter more distinctly pointed out in the annals of Ajm^r. 

Joda. with all the ambition of tlie founder of a state, gave a new 
form to the feudal institutions of bis country. Ncoxwity, combined 
with pride, led him to promulgate a statute of limitation of the sub- 
infeudations of Maroo. The immense progeny of bis father Itinmul, 
twenty-four sons, and his own, of fourteen, nlrncct all of whom had 
numerous issue. rendered it requisite to fix the number and extent 
of the fiefs ; and amongst them, henoiforward constituting perma- 
nently the frha.g« of Maroo, the lands were partitioned. Kandui Having 
emigrated "and established his own numerous issue, the Kandufotes, 
in Bikaner The two brothers next to Jcda, vis.. Ciuunpa, aol 
Koornpa, with his two sons. Dodo and tunnel, and hi* grandson. 
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Oiiluh, were declared tho Loads of the feudal association under tlivir 
nanxMhcX1«nniiAwut» Kainpawutn. Mairteaa (koiis of Doodo). Kune- 
sot**, and Oodawut*. continue to be “ the pillars of Maroo." Eight great 
estates, called the ayti thaoxn'iti, or 1 eight lonlship*’ ol Marwar, each 
of the uominal annual value of fifty thousand rupees (£5.000), were 
settled co these perrons, and their huinenw influence baa obtained many 
Olliers for younger branchrai of their elans. Tho title of the iimt 
noble of Maroo was given to Champa and his i-nue. who have often 
mode its princes tremble on their thrones. Besides these, inferior 
appanages were settled on the junior branches, brothers, sons, and 
grandsons of Joda, which were also deemed hereditary and irreium- 
able; to uso their own phrase, their bot'h* or ' allotment,’ to which 
they consider their title ai sacred aa that of their prinoi to his throne, 
of whom they nay, “ When onr srrvieos an- aowntftble, then i* he our 
■' lord, when not, we are again his brothers amt kin, claimants, and 
«• laying claim to the land.+" 

Kao Ualdeo confirmed this division of Joda, though he increased 
the secondary fiefs, and as the boundaries of Marwar were completed 
in Ins reign, it was essentially necessary to confirm tho limitation. 
Toe feudal state* of Marwar ore, therefore, perpetuated in the 
offspring of tho prince* from Joda to Maldoo, and a di-tinction ojemt* 
(-•tween them and the** subsequently conferred ; tho firat, being 
obtained bv conquest, are deemed irrevocable and must Us nerpetu- 
ated by adoption on tho failure of lineal issue; whereas the other 
nuy, on lapses, be resumed and added to the fisc whence it emanated. 
The fiscal domain of the Rajpoot prince* cannot, says their tradi- 
tionary loro, bo alienated for more thou a lifo-intorest ; but this wise 
rule, though visible in anecdote* of past day*, has been infringed 
with their general cl i. -organization These 'instances, it may bo 
wseited, afford the distinctions of allodial and feudal lands Of tho 
numerous clans, the issue of Sddji to Joda, which are spread over the 
northern and western part* of the Kate, some, partly from the 
difficulty of their position, partly from a feeling of respect to their 
remote ancestry, enjoy almost entire independence. Yet they recog- 
nize the prince ot Maroo as their liege lord when his crown is 
endangered, and render homage on his accession or any great family 
event. These clans hold without grant or fine, and may properly 
be called the allodial chieftains. Or this number we may enumerate 
tho lordship* of Burra air, Koternb, Seo, Phulaooud, &c. Others 
there are who. though lass independent, may also bo styled the 
aHodiality of Marwar, who are to furnish their quotas when 
demanded, and perforin perannal homage on all great days of rejoic- 
ing ; of these are Mehwu, Sindri, &e. Tho ancient clans scattered 
over the land, or ser ving the more modern chieftains, arc recognized 
by their patronymic distinctions, by those versed iu the chronicle* , 
though many hear the names ot Doohurca, Mangulco, Oohur, and 

• Fran tetao, * to divide, to partition.’

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Dhondul, without knowing them to bo Rahtonx The mystic ]*gc 
of the bnnl in always consulted previous to any marriage, in ord*r 
to prevent a violation of the matrimonial canons of the Rajpoot^ 
which are stricter than the Mosaic, and this keeps up the knowledge 
of the various branches of their own and other races, which would 
otherwise perish. 

Whatever term may Iks applied to these institutions of a martial 
r*c«, and which for the sale* of being more readily andciatood wo 
have elsewhere called, and shall continue to designate. 1 feudal/ we 
have not a shadow of doubt that they were common to the Rajpoot 
rao* from the remotest age*, and tliat StSSji conveyed them from 
the scat of his ancestors, Ganouj. A tinor picture does not exist of 
the splendour of a feudal array than the camp of its last monarch, 
Joichund. in the contest with tho Chohan. Tho annals of each and 
every state bear evidence to a system strictly parallel U> that of 
Europe ; more especially M£wai\ where, thirteen hundred years ago. 
we see tho entire feudatories of the state throwing up their grants, 
giving their liege lord defiance, and threatening him with their 
vengeance. Yet, having * eaten his salt/ they forebore to proceed to 
hostilities till a whole year had elapsed, at the expiration of which 
they deposed him ■ AkWr, who wo* partial to Hindu institutions, 
borrowed much from them, in all that concerned his own regulations. 

Ip contrasting these customs with analogous ones in the west, the 
reader should never 1 o» sight of one point, which must influence the 
analogy, viz., the patriarchal form which characterizes the feudal 
ay&tein in all countries ; and as, amongst the Itajucote, all their 
v&gB&lagn is of tberir own kin and blood (&avt* a slight mixture of 
foreign nobles as a counterpoise), the pttternity of t&e sovereign is 
no fiction, as in Europe ; ao that from the son of Champa, who takes 
the right hand of his prince, to the meanest vassal, who *5rvcs 
merely for his ‘rxsitC,f (rations), all aie linked by the tic of consan- 
guinity, of which it ia difficult to aay whether it is roost productive 
of evil or good, uiuce it has afforded example* as brilliant aod as 
dark as any in the history of mankind. The devotion which made 
twelve thousand, out of the fifty thousand, "sons of Joda" prove 
their fidelity to hlaldeo, has often been emulated even to the present 

d*y. 

Tho chronicles, as before stated, are at variance with regard to the 
accession of Oodi Sing: some dale it from the death of Maldoo, in S. 
1625 (AD. 1569) ; others from that of hit older brother Chiindtrs«ri. 
slain in the storm of Sewahoh. The name of Oodi sppj-ar* one of 
evil portent in the annaU of Raj&at'han.; While “ Oodi, lh* /of,” 
Sfc Vol. I, pw 169.

X Instead of bcinr. w it import., tho “ oerc tiding."^ it ih-.uld for wer. m 
both the homes of Haroo ana Me war, nieiuly “setting tbc puMlIanmuty of 
the >ae sunk Mfwar, that of the other Marwar. 

(1) Oodya, in Sanscrit, ( (Mi. in the dialect,) is tantamount to Oriat, the 
point of rising :-a, UdgAtttU, • tho rising mu..' 
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»ai inhaling the breeze of imperial power, which spread n haze of 
prosperity over Marco, PertAp of Mlwar. the idol of the Rajpoots. 
wm enduring every hardship in tlie attempt to work out ha 
countiy's independence, which had been sacrificed bv his lather. 
Oodi Sing. In this he failed, but he loll a name hallowed in the 
hearts of hi* countrymen, and immortalized in the imperishable 
verse of the bard. 

On the union of the imperial house with that of Jodpoor, by the 
marriage of Jed Bad to Akbdr, the emperor not only restored all the 
possessions he Itad wrested from Marwar. with the exception of Aimdr, 
but several rich districts in Malws, whcee revenues doubled tic 
resources of his own (steal domain. With the aid of his imperial 
brother-in-law. he greatly diminished the power of the feudal arista, 
ciacy, and dipped the -wings of almost all the greater vassals, while 
lie made numerous sequestrations of the lands of the ancient 
allodiality and lesser vassal* ; so that it is stated, that, cither by 
new settlement or confiscation, he added fourteen hundred villages to 
the fisc. He resumed almost ail the lands of the sons of Docd oh. 
who, from their abide, were termed Mairlea ; took Jaiturun from 
the Oodawuts, and other town-, of lew note from the sons of Champa 
ur.d Koompo. 

Oodi Sing was not ungrateful for the favours heaped upon him by 
the emperor, for whan hi* Rah tares performed many signal services : 
for the Raja was latterly too unwielaly for any bicod to bear him to 
battle. Tne 1 king of the Desert' (the ftuniliar epithet applied to him 
by AkWr) had a numerous progeny ; no less than thirty-four legiti- 
mate sons and daughters, who added new dans aud new estates to 
tho feudal association of Maroo : of those the most conspicuous aie 
Govingurh and PUar.gurli ; while inma obtained settlements beyond 
its limits which became independent and bear the name of the 
founders. Of the^e are Kishengurh and RuUun in Malwa. 

Oodi Sing died thirteen year* after his inauguration on the cushion 
of Joda, and thirty-three after the death ot Maldeo. The manner of 
hi* death, a* related in tho biographical sketches termed ‘ KhMt,’ 
“fiords such a specimen of superstition and of Rajpoot manners that 
it would be improper to omit it. The narrative is preceded by some 
reflection* on the moral education of the Rahtore prince, and tha 
wise restraints imposed upon them under the vigilant control of 
chicis of approved worth and fidelity ; ao that, to use the words of 
the text, -they often passed their twentieth year, ignorant of 
woman.” If the ' fat raja' had ever known this moral restraint* in 
his riper years he forgot it; for although be had no leas than twcutv- 
»ven queens, he cart tire ye of desire on the virgin-daughter of a 
subject, and that subject a Brahmin. 

It was on the Raja's return from court to hi* native land, that, ho 
beheld the damwl, and he deteirnined, notwithstanding the sacred 
character of her father and his own obligations ns the dispenser of 
Uw aud justice, to enjoy the objert cf his admiration. The Br ahmin 
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was an ' Ayd-punti; or votary of A yd-Mutu, whose shrine U a Bai- 
Bhilara. These icrtnrians of Muroo, vary ■lilforcnt from the nbsincnt 
Brahmins of Bengal, eat flesh, drink wine, ami share in al the 
common enjoyments of life with the martial spirits aroundthem. 
Whether the scruples of the daughter were likely to be cssiiv over- 
come bv her royal tempter, or whether tire Raja threatened lose, the 

• UMl does not inform us , but as there was no other oouse by 
which the father could save hov from pollution but by her doth. In 
resolved to make it. one of vengeano* and horror. He dug a satifieUl 
pit. Mid having slain ha daughter, cut her into fragmens, and 
mingling therewith pieces of flesh from his own person, mde the 

• honta or burnt sacrltice to AyA-MatA, and as the smoke am flames 
ascended, he pronounced un imprecation on the Raja : “ Let pace te 
“ a stranger to him ! nnd in three pabara,* three days, sod thro years, 
" let me have revenge !“ Then exclaiming, - My future dwclli g ii the 
•' ‘ Ihbi Boon F ” sprung into the flaming pit. The horrid ale wj» 
related U> the Raja, whose imagination was haunted by the luicc of 
the Brahmin ; and he expired at the assigned period, a >rev to 
unceasing remorse. 

Superstition is sometimes made available for moral ends ^nd the 
shade of the Ayd-ptiiUi Brahmin ofBhilara has teen evoked, a suhse- 

3 met ages, to restrain and lead unto virtue libidinous princa, when 
1 ocher control has been unavailing. The celebrated Jcawnt Sing, 
the great grandson of Oodi. had an amour with the daughtr of one 
of his civil otfloers, and which he carried on at the Dab Baori f 
But the avenging ghost of the Brahmin interpwed betweerhim and 
his wishes A dreadful struggle ensued, In which Jeswun lost hia 
&SD8C8, and no effort could banish the impression from his lind. The 
ghost persecuted his fancy, and ho was generally beliecd to te 
possessed with a wicked spirit, which, when exorcised, srs made to 
say he would only depart on the seif-sacrifioi of a chif equal in 
dignity to Jcswunt. Nahur Khan, 1 the tiger k>jxl,' def of the 
Koomoawut clan, who led the van in all his battles, hmedialely 
offered his head in expiation for his prinoc ; und he hd no sooner 
cc pressed thia loyal determination, than the holy men w'o exorcised 
the snirit, caused it to descend into a ve**c! of water, ind having 
waved it thrice round his head, they presented it to lahur Khan 
who drank it off, anti ,Teswunt'§ senses were instantly reiored. This 
miraculous transfer of the ghost is implicitly believed b every chief 
of Rajast'hau, bj- whom Nahur was called ‘ the faithful cthc CiithluL* 
Previous to dying, ho called ht» son, und imposed on him and Ids 
dunrendunts, by the solemnity of an oath, the abjuratio of tho office 
o: Purdhan, cr hereditary premier cf Marwar, whose dinity involved 
such a sacrifice ; and from that day, the Champa-uts of Ahwa 
succeeded the Kconrpawuts of Asope, who renounce* the first scat 
on the right for that on tire left of their princes.

Soon Sixo euccoodod in & 1651 (A.D 1605). Ho >« serving with 
the imperial fore*.' at Bahru?, where he had commanded since S. 1648, 
when intelligence niched him of his father's death. Hi* exploits 
and services were of the most brilliant nature, and had obtained for 
him, even during his father's life, the title of ‘ Sowae Baja,’ and a 
high grade amongst the digniuriot of tho empire. He was com- 
manded by Akbdr to reduce the arrogant price of Suohi, who. 
trusting to the natural strength of his mountainous ccnntrv. 6 till 
refused to acknowledge a W' lord This sen-ice well aocordwl with 
his private views, for he had a feud (v.dri with Rao Soortan, which, 
according to the dironide, he completely revenged. " He avenged 
" his feud with Soortan and plundered Sirohi. The Kao had not a 
” pallet left to sleep upon, but wan obliged to make o bed for his wives 
“ upon die earth.' This appears to have humbled the Doora, “ who. 
“ in bis pride, shot his arrows at the Min for during to shine upon 
“ him.” Soortan accepted tho imperial firman in token of sub- 
mission, and agreed to serve with a contingent of his hardy clans-

men in the wai then entrusted to Ryu Soor against tho king or 
Oazsemt, whore uieoeea we -hall relate in tlie simple language of tie 



chronicle : — ‘ The Raja took the pin against the king Moznffur, 
"with the title of viceroy of Guzaarat. The armies met at Dhun- 
■ doca, where a tenible conflict enaued. The Rah tores lost many 
" valiant men, but the Shah was defeated, aud lust all the 
•' insignia of bis grenlueM. He root tire spoil of acvcnieen thousand 
" towns to the king, hut kept a crore of alibi for liimielf, which he 
" Mint to Jed poor, and therewith he enlarged the town and fort. For 
*• this service AkWr increased hio munsub, and sent him a sword, 
“ with n khclat, and a grant of fresh lands" 

Rnja Soor, it appears in the sequel, provided liberally for the 
taros : for no lees than ’six lord* of verse/ whose names are given, 
had *u gift £10,000 each of the spoils of GuMerat, as incentives u» 
song. 

On tho conquest of Guzzerat, Raja Soor was ordered to the 
Dekhon “ He obeyed, and with thirteen thuuannd hone, ten largo 
“ guns, and twenty elephants, he fought three grand battles. On 
" the Rewa (Nerbudda) he attacked Umra Bak-cha,* who Lad live 
" thousand horse, whom he slew, iu»l reduced all his country. For 
" this service tho king sent him a wfoU (kettle-drum), and con- 
•’ ferred on him Dhar and its domain." 

On AkWi’a death and the accession of Jdhaagir, Soor Sing 
attended at court with his son and heir, Guj Sing, whom tho king 
with his own hands invested with the sword, for his bravery in th* 
escalade of Jhalore, which hail been conquered by the monarch of 
Guzzerat and added to hia domain. The poet thus relates the event: 
“ Gujt was commanded against Bebari Pai'han; his war-tramp 
“ sounded ; Arnbtidha heard and trembled. What look Alla-o-din 
* years, Guj accomplished in three months ; ho cocalndod Jhalindra] 
" sword in hand ; many a Rah tore of fame was killed, but ho put 
41 to the sword seven thousand Pat 'bans, whose spoil* were sent to 
“ the king.” 

Raja Soar, it would appear, after the overthrow of the dynasty of 
Guzeerat, remained at the capital, while his son and heir, Guj Sing, 



attended the king’s commands, and, soon alter tho taking of Jhalore, 
was ordered with the Marwar contingent against Ruia Unua of 
Mdw a r : it. was at the vary moment of its expiring liberties^ for tho 
chronicle merely adds. * Kunun agreed to verve the king, and Guj 
“ Sing returned* to Tarragurh|| The king increased both his own 
“ nuimvb (dignity) and Ui&t of bis father. Raja Soor”

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Thun the Rajpoot chronicler, solicitous only to record the Pane of 
liia own prince*, does not deem it neceasiuy to concern himself with 
the agents conjoined with them, an that a stranger to the events of 
the period would imagine, Prom the high relief given to their actions, 
that the Rah tore princes commanded in all the great events described ; 
for instance, that just mentioned, involving the submission of 
the Rtwm, when Raja Guj wna merely one of the great leadens who 
accompanied the Mogul heir-apparent, Prince Khoorm, on thin 
memorable occasion. In the Diaiy of Jahangir, the emperor, 
Kcorfin* this event, does not even mention the Rahtoi* prince, 
though he does those of KoUb and Dates, as the instruments by 
which Prince Khoorm carried on the negociation ;• from which we 
conclude that Raja Guj merely acted a military part in the grand 
army which then invaded Mdwar. 



Raja Soor died in the Dekhan, iu S 1676 (A.D. 1620). He added 
greatly to the lustre of the Rah tore name, was esteemed by the 
emperor, and. as the baid expresses it, “ His spear was frightful to 
“ the Southron." Whether Raja Soor disapproved of the extermi- 
nating warfare carried on in tins*, regions, or was exa.r-T.itod at the 
unlimited service lie wu doomed to, which detained him from his 
native land, he, in his last moment*, commanded a pillar to to 
elected with a curse engraven thereon, imprecated upon any of 
hia race who should onw cross the Nerbudda. from his boy- 
hood he had been almoit an alien to hia native land : ho had 
accompanied hi* father wherever 1 >« led tho aid of Maioo, was 
serving at Lahore at the period of his accession, and died far from 
the n ion u merits of his fathers, in the heart of the peninsula. 
Although the emperor was not ungrateful in bis estimate of these 
services,— for Raja Soor held by patent no let* than "sixteen 
“grand fidVt of the empire, and with the title of Soude raised above 
all the princes, his associates at court,— it was deemed no compensa- 
tion for perpetual absence from the hereditary’ domain, thus aban- 
doned to the management of servants. The great vassal*, bis clans- 
men, participated in this dissatisfaction, separated from their wives, 
families, and estates , for to them the pomp of imperial greatness, or 
the sunshine of court-favour, was as nothing when weighed against 
the exercise of their influence within their own cherished patrimony. 
The simple fare of the demrt wsu dearer to the Rah tore than all the 
luxuries of the imperial banquet, which he turned from with disgust 
to the rcoollection of' the green pulse of Muudawur,’ or his favourite 
rabri, or 1 raaire porridge,’ the prime dish with the Rah tore Th«e

t Of ihi’W. nine went tha auhdiviunnj of ha native dominion*, styled “ The 
“ Nine Caslfes of Maroo f for on bomcnirg one of the great feudatories 
of the empire, he made a formal surrender of these, receiving them again 
by grant, renewed on every lapse, with all the ceremonies of iavwtiture tod 
relief. Fire were in Gtizrcrai, one in Mnlw*, and one in the Dekhan. We 
see that thirteen thousand hone was the contingent of Marwar fur tae Uadi 
thus held 
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minor oswriationa conjoined with greater ovile w increase the mol 
de pays, of whose influence no human being is more susceptible than 
the brave Rajpoot 

Raja Soor greatly added to the beauty of his capital, and left seve- 
ral works which bear his name ; amongst them, not the least useful 
in that arid region, is the lake called the Soor Sap ur, or * Warrior's 
Sea/ which irrigates the gardens on its margin. He left six wins and 
seven daughters, of whoea issue wc have no account, viz., Cuj Sing, 
h» BuocoJSir ; Subhul Sing, Beerumdw, Boejy Sing, Pertfp Sing, 
and Jeawunt Sing. 

Raja Guj. who succeeded his father in AD 1620, was bora at 
Lahore, and the tieka of investiture found him in the royal camp at 
lioorhanpoor. The bearer of it was Darab Khan, the son of the 
kliankhinan, or premier noble of the emperor's court, who, as the 
imperial proxy, girt Raja Guj with the swoid. Raridea the • nine 
caaUee' (NokotA Marxcar), hia patrimony, his patent contained a 

K nt of ' aeven divisions’ of Gurwral, of che district of Jhulaye in 
oondar ; and what was of more consequence to him, though of 1cm 
intrinsic value, that of MusSoda in Aimer, the heir-loom of his house. 
Besides these marks of distinction, he received the highest proof of 
confidence in the elevated post of viceroy of the Dekhan , nnd, as a 
special testimony of imperial favour, the Rail tore cavaliers comparing 
hi* contingent were exempted from the dag'h, that is, having their 
steeds branded with the imperial signet His elder son. Umia Sing, 
aerved with hia father in all his various battles, to tho success of 
which his oorspieuoiia gallantry on every occasion contributed. In 
the sieges and battles of Kirkigurli, Golcoada, 'Keleiui, Prniala, 
Gujungurh. Asair and Sattara, the Rahtorcs had their full share of 
glory, which obtained for their leader the title of DalCKurana, or 
■ barrier of the hcet’ We have already* remarked tho direct influ- 
ence which the Rajpoot princes had in the succession to the imperial 
dignity, consequent upon the in ter- marriage of their daughters with 
the crown, aud the various interests arising therefrom. Sultan 
1 ‘urvcz, the older boh and heir of Jclanglr, was the ianuo uf a prince® 
of Morwur, while the uecond son, Khoonn, as his nsmo imports, woe 
the son of a Cutchwaha+ princess of Ambe'r. Being the offspring cf 









consanguinity a* a bond, of natural union; and their 
ive mOvhere, with all the ambition of their race, thought of 



nothing but obtaining the diadem for the head of their children 
With either of thccc rival quocnn, the royal children who were not 
her own, had no affinity with her or hew, and lKi>sa feelings weiv 
imparted fiom the birth to their i«*ue,and thus it too often happened 
that the heir of the throne was looked upon with an envious eye, a* 
a bar to be removed at all h azards. This evil almost neutralized tho 
great advantages derived fhitn iuter-uianiage with the .indigenous

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nc« of India; but it was ono which would have erased with poly- 
gamy. Khoonn felt his superiority over his older brother, PurWz, 
in all lut the accidental circumstance of birth. He was in every 
raped a better man, and a braver and more successful soldier; and, 
having his ambition thus early nurtured by the stimulants adminis- 
tered by Bhrcm of Mcwnr, aud the intrepid Mohatet.' he determined 
to remove this harrier between him nnd the crown. His views were 
first developed whilst leading the armies in the Bekhan, and he 
communicated them to Raja Guj of Marwar, who held the post, of 
honour next the prince, and solicited hi* aid to place him on the 
throne. Gratitude for the favours heaped upon him bv the king, 
iu well ae the natural bias to Purvdz, made the Rnju turn a deaf 
car to his application Tho prince tried to gain his point through 
Govindas. a Rajpoot, of the Blutti tribe, one of the foreign nobles 
of Maroo, and confidential adviser of hia prince ; but. as the 
annals say, " Govindas reckoned no one hut his master and the 
“ king." Frustrated in this, Khoorm saw no hopes of sucftwi but by 
disgusting the lUhtores, and he caused the faithful Govindas to bo 
mcoisinated by Kiahon Sing ;f on which Raja Guj, in disgust, threw 
no his post, nnd marched to hia native land From the aa-aasination 
of Purvez, which soon followed, the dctwsal of his father appeared 
but a step; and Khoorm had collected means, which ho deemed 
adequate to the design, when Jdhangir appealed to the fidelity of 
the Itnjpcot*, to support him against filial ingratitude and domestic 
treason ; and, in their general obedience to the call, they afforded a 
distinguished proof of the operation of the Unit principle, 'Oadi-oi-dn, 
allegiance to the throne, often obeyed without reference to the 
worth of its occupant. The princes of Marwar, AmWr, Kotah, and 
Boondi put themselves at the head of their household retainers on 
this occasion, which furnishes a confirmation of a remark already 
made, that the ruspootive ann al s of the states of Rajast'hau jo rarely 
embrace the contemporaneous events of the rest, as to lead to tho 
conclusion, that by the single force of each »tau? this rebellion was 
put down. This remark will be further exemplified from the amnio 
of Boondi. 

Jdhangtr was so pleased with the zeal of the Rahtore prince — 
alarmed as he was at the advance of the rebels,— that be not only 
took him by the hand, but wlial is most unusual, kimed it. When 
the assembled princes came in right of tho rebels, near Bornre*, tho 
emperor gave the herds, or vanguard, to the Cutchwaha prince, the 
Mirza Raja of Amber. Whether this was a point of policy, to secure 
his acting against prince Khoorm, who was bom of this race, or 
merely, as the Marwar annaR slate, because he brought the greater 
number into the field, is immaterial ; but it was very nearly fatal in 
its consequences : for the proud Rahtore, indignant at the insult

offered to him in thus bestowing the poet of honour, which was hia 
right, upon the rival into of Ambfr, furled hu banners, separated 
from' the royal army, and determined to be t quiet spectator of the 
rv.su It But for thi impetuous Bheem of Mewar, the adviser of 
Khoonn, he might that day have been emperor of India He sent a 
taunting message to Baja Gaj, either to join their cause or “draw 
* their swords. The Rahtores overlooked the neglect of die king 
in the (Aicaain of one of their own tribe ; and Bhccui wan slain, 
Guviudas avenged, the rebellion quelled, and Khojnn put to flight, 
chiefly' by die Kahtores and Haras. 

In S 1694 (AD. 16S8), Raja Guj w« .lain in on expedition into 
Guzmrat ; but whether in the fulfilment of the king’s commands, or 
in the chastisement of freebooters cn his own southern frontier, the 
chronicles do not inform as. He left a distinguished name in the 
annals of his country, and two valiant sons, Umra and Jeawunt, to 
maintain it: another son, Achil, died in infancy. 

'Hie second son. Jcswunt. succeeded, and furnishes another of many 
instances in the annals of Rajpootaoa, of die rights of primogeniture 
being ael aside. This proceeded from a variety of motives. aometinvw 
nvirely paternal offoetica, *orr>etiines incapacity in the child 1 to head 
fifty thousand Rahtores.' and sometimes, us in the present instance, a 
dangerous turbulence and ever-boiling Impetuosity in the individual, 
which despised all restraints While there was an enemy against 
whom to exert it, Umra was conspicuous for his gallantry, and in all 
his father’s wars in the south, was ever foremost in the battle. His 
daring spirit collected around him those of hia own race, alike in 
mind, as connected by blood, whcee actions, in perieds of peace, were 
the subjects of eternal complaint to his father, who was ultimately 
compelled to exclude Umra from his inheritance. 

In the month of Byrak.S 1690 (A.D. 163*), five years before the 
death of Raja Guj, in a convocation of all die feudality o: Maroo, 
sentence of exclusion from the succession was pronounced upon 
Umra, accompanied by the solemn and seldom practised rue of 
DfcvatoL or exile. This ceremony, which is marked as a day of 
mourning in the calendar, was attended with all the circumstances of 
funereal pomp As soon as the sentence was pronounced, that his 
birth-right was forfeited and assigned to his juruor brother, and that 
he ceased to be a subject of M&roo, the khilat of banishment was 
brought forth, consisting tf able vestments, in which he was clad ; 
a sable shield was hung upon his back, and a sword of the same hue 



girded round him ; a block horse was then led out, being mounted on 
which, he was commanded, though not in anger, to depart whither 
ho luted beyond the limits of Maroo. 

Umra went not alone ; numbers of each clan, who had always 



regarded him as their future lord, voluntarily partook of his exile. 
He repaired to the imperial court; and although the emperor approved 
and sanctioned hia banishment, he employed him. His gallantry 
soon won him the tiUc of R&o and the mimub of a leader of throe 
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thousand, with tic grant of Nagore no nn independent domain, to lie 
In-Id directly from the crown. But. the same armgont and uncontroll- 
able spirit which lost him his birth-right, brought bis days to a 
tragical conclusion. He absented himself for a fortnight from court 
hunting the t»ar or the tiger, his only rerreuion. The emperor 
(Shah Johan) reprimanded hitn for neglecting his duties, and threat- 
ened him with a tine. Umra proudly replied, that he li*d only gone 
to hunt, and as for a lino, ho observed, putting his hand upon Ilia 
sword, that was his sole wealth. 

Tho little contrition whioh this reply evinced, determined the king 
to enforce the fine, and the paymaster-general, Snilabut Khan* was 
sent to Umra’* quartern to demand its payment It wu refused, and 
the observations made by the Syud net Buiting the temper of Umra, 
ho unceremoniously desired hitn to depart. The emperor, thus 
insulted in the person of his officer, iisuod a mandate for Umta's 
instant appearance. He obeyed ; und having reached the aim-Mds, 
or grand divan, beheld the king. “ whose eyet worn red with anger," 
with Sailahut in the act of addressing him Inflamed with passion 
at the recollection of the injurious language he had just received, 
perhaps at the king's confirmation of his exclusion freon Marwar, he 
unceremoniously passed the Omrahs of five and seven thousand, as 
if to oddre* tho Icing ; when, with a dagger concealed in his 
sleeve, he stabbed Sallabut to the heart Drawing hit sword, ho 
made a blow at the king, which descending on the pillar, shivered 
the weapon in pieces. The king abandoned his throne and tied to 
the Interior apartments. All was uproar and confusion. Umra 
cent.nued '.be work of death, indifferent upon whom his blows fell, 
and five Mogul chiefs of eminence bad fallen, when his brother-in- 
law, Uijooa Coro, under pretence of cajoling him, inflicted a mortal 
wound, though ho continued to ply his dagger until he expired. To 
avenge hia death, his retainers, headed by Bullso Champawut and 
Bhuo Khojmpawut, put on their safron garmtnU, and a fresh 
carnage ensued within the loll kclati. f To ure the words of their 
native bard, “ Tbe pillais of Agia bear testimony to their deeds, uor 
“ shall they ever be obliteiatcd from the record of timo : they made 
" their obeisance to Umra in the mansions of the sun." The faichfni 
band was cut to pieces ; and his wife, the princem of Boondl, name 
in person and carried awav the dead b>dy of Umra, with which she 
committed herself to the flames. The Bokhara gate by which they 
gained admisrion, was built up, and henceforward known only as 
‘ Unra Sing’s gate and in proof of the strong impression made by

But nerhapi wo have not h.therto dared to 
imitate the examples set us by the Moghul and even by thn Mnhrttta : t»t 
having sufficient hold of the affection* of the subjected t> venture to be 
merclul . »ud theuce uur vengeance, like tl»e bolt of heaven, reun the r«y 
heart of our enemies. Wituew the many chieftains ejected from their 
posaoaioos ; from the unhallowed league against the Rohillas, to that last art 
of deiirurtion ni Bhnrtpoor, where, a* arbitrator*, we acted the psrt of the lion 
in the fable. Our present attitudr, however, is to commanding, thm »o ran 
afford to di*play the attribute of merty ; and should utforlunately, its action 
bt required in Riypooiaaa, kt it be ample, for thsre its grateful influence is 
understood, and it will rcti.ro, like the dew* of heaven, upon ourselves. But if 
we are only to regulate our political actions by the apprehenrion of danger, it 
must one day ream upon us in awful retribution. Our system is filled with 
cnl to the governed, where a fit of bile in ephemeral political agents, may 
engender a quarrel leading to the overthrow of a dcoiinion'of agr*.

Raja Jeswunt, "ho obtaintd, by the banishment of Umra. tie 
' rush ion’ of Mnrwar. w»s born of a prince's of M invar ; and although 
this circumstance is not reported to have influenced the change of 
succession, it will be borne in mind that, throughout Rajpoovana, 
its princes regained a connexion with the Kana’s family u & 
|iriinary honour. 

" Jeawunt (saya the Rudai) was unequalled amongst the princee 
of his time. Stupidity and ignorance oeie bonialied ; and acientp 
flourished where ne ruled : many were the bodes composed under 
kit atuepkea.” 

The south continued to be the arena in which the martial Rajpoot 
sought renown, and the emperor had only rightly to understand hi* 
character to turn the national emulation to account. Shah Jehan, 
hj tlie language of the chronicler, ** became a slave to the seraglio," 
and ran', hie Bonn, a° viceroys, to govern the grand divisions of the 
empire The first service of Jeswunt was in toe war of Gondwana, 
when he led a body composed of" twenty-two different contingents’’ 
in the array under Anxngzdb. In this and various other service* (to 
enumerate which would be to go over the ground already passed), •

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tie Rahtorcs were compicuou*. J«wunt played a comparatively 
subordinate part, until the Ulricas of the emperor, in A.P IbuS, when 
his elder sen Dam was invested with the powere of recent Prince 
Dara increased the tnun*ubof Jeswuntto* leader of 1 five thoasuni; 
and nominated him his viceroy in Malwa. 

In the strangle for empire amongst the sons of Shah Johan, con- 
sequent upon this illnfcyj. the importance of the Rajpoot princes and 
the fidelity wo have often had occasion to depict, were exhibited in 
the strongest lights While Raja Jev Sing was commanded to 

S osc prince Shuja, who advanced from his viccroyalt y of Bengal, 
wunt was entrusted with means to quiudi the designs of Arungzdh, 
then commanding in the south, who had long cloaked, under the 



then commanding in the south, who had long cloaked, under the 
garb of hypocrisy and religion, views upon the empire. 

The Rahtoro prim* was declared generalissimo of the army 
destined to oppos3 Amngzeb. and he marched from Agra at the head 
of tho united contingents of Rajpootana, besides the imperial guards, 
a force which, to use the hyperbole of the bard, "made Shekmlg 
*• wriUie in a£$»ny." Jcswunt marched towards the Ncrbudda, and 



h&d encMupcu hU army in a position fifteen miles south of Oojein, 
when tidings reached him of his opponents approach. In that 
field on which the emperor erected a town subsequently designated 
FMUhabadyOT 4 abode of victory/ Jcswunt awaited his foes. Tire 
budo which ensued, witnessed and so circumstantially related by 
Bernier, as has been already noticed in tills work," was lost by the 
temerity of the Rahtore commander-in-chief, who might have 
crushed the rebellious hopes of ArungzJb, to whom he purposely 
gave time to affect a jimciton with his brother Morad, from the vain- 
glorious desire 14 to conquer two princes at once” Dearly did he 
pay for his presumption ; for he had given time to the wily prince 
to sow intrigues in his camp, which were disclosed as soon as the 
battle joined, when the Mogul horse deserted and left him at. 
tho head of his thirty thousand Rajpoota, deemed, however, 
by their loader and themselves, mifhciont against any odd*. 
" Jcswunt, KjK?ar in hand, mounted his *teed Afaboob, and 
" charged the imperial brothers; ten thousand Moslems fell 
in the onset, which cost seventeen hundred R&htoros, beside*

Feriskta, who 
makes Jeswunt "in bravado drive his car mind the field/' it is 
certain that Arungaflj was toe politic to renew the combat, or molest 
the let mat which took place next day to waids bis native dominion*. 
Although, for the sake of alliteration,' tho bard especially single-, out 
the QeJiUiU* mid Oorcf, the tribes uf Hi* wax au<l Seopoor, all and 
every trib* was engaged ; and if the Rajpoot over dared to rmurn 
tho fall of kindred in battle. this day should have covered evaiy 
house with tho emblems of grief ; for it i* stated by the Mogul 
historian that fifteen thousand fell, chiefly Rajpuotu. This was one 
of the events glorious to the Rajpoot, shewing his devotion to whom 
fidelity (awumd’Aema) had Wp pledged, — the aged uul enfeebled 
emperor Shah Johan, whose u Bm they ate,” — against all U>e temp- 
tations offered by youthful amKtion. It is forcibly con ten* ted with 
the conduct of the immediate household troops of the emperor, who. 
even in the moment of battle, worshipped the rising sun, whilst tho 
liajpoot sealed his faith in his blood ; and none more liberally than 
the brave Haras of KoUih and Boondi The* annals of no nation cn 
earth can furnish such an example, as an entire family, six royal 
brothers, stretched on the field, and all hut ono in death * 

Of all the deeds of heroism performed on this day, theu* of Rutna 
of Rutlam,by univereal consent, are pre-eminent, and “ am wreathed 
M into immortal rhyme by the bard” in the Rmx Rao RxUna + Ho 
also was a Kahtore, the great grandson of Oodl Sing, the firat Raja of 
Maroo; and nobhr did ne show that the Rahtore blood Itad not 
degeiieixUd on the fertile plain* of Mftlw* If Wight were wantkg 
to complete tho faroo of thi9 moraorablo day. which gave empire to 
the scourge of Rajp^ouna. it Is found in the conduct of Jnwunt't 
queen, who, as elsewhere related^ shut the gates of his capital on her 
fugitive lord, though he 41 brought back hi* shield* and his honour. 

Arungz^b, on Jcswuntfc retreat, entered the capital of ilalwa in 
triumph, whence, with all the celerity requisite toMCCew.he puwued 
his march on the capiUl. At the village of Jajow, thirty iuHt» south 
of Agra, tbo fidelity of tho Rajpoot* again formed a barrier between 
the aged king and the treason of hue son ; teit it served no ether 
purpose than to illustrate this fidelity. The Rajpoots were over-

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communicated to Sbujo his intentions. The hostile anuiea met at 
Cudjwa, thirty miles north ot* Allahabad. On the first onset, Jeswunt, 
wheeling about with hi* Rohtora cavaliers, attacked the rear-ward 
of the army under prince Mohammed, which he cut to nieces, and 
plundering" the imperial camp {left unprotected), lie deliberately 
loaded his camels with the most valuable effects, which he despatched 
under put of the force, and leaving the brothers u> a contest, which he 
heartily wished might involve tho drotruction of both, he followed 
the corUge to Agra. Such was the panic on hi* appearance at that 
capital, joined to the rumours of Anmgtdb’s defeat which had nearly 
happened, that the wavering garrison required only a summons to 
have surrendered, when ho might have released Shah Jehan from 
confinement* and with this “ tower of strength" have rallied an 
opposition fatal to the prince 

That this plan suggested itself to Jeswunt'* .-agacity we cannot, 
doubt ; but besides the manifest danger of locking up his army 
within tho precincte of a capital, if victory was given to AningzJb, 
he had other raisons for not halting at Agra All his designs were 
in concert with prince Dara, the rightful heir to the throne, whom 
he had instructed to hasten to the scene of action; but while 
Jeawunt remained hovering in the rear of Arungrib, momentarily 
expecting the junction of the prince, tho latter loitered on tho 
southern frontier of Mnrww, and thus lost, for ever, tho crown 
within his grasp. Jeswunt continued his route to his native 
dominions, and had at lead tho gratification of housing the spoils, 
even to the regal tents, in the castle of Joda, Dara tardily formed 
a junction at Mairta ; hut the critical moment was lest, and 
Amngzeb, who had crushed Shuja's force, rapidly advanced, now 
joined by many of the Rajpoot princes, to overwhelm this last 
remnant of opposition. The crafty Arungssdh, howovor, who always 
preferred r.iwtagem to the precarious issue of inra, addressed a letter 
to Jeswunt, not only assuring him of his entire forgiveness, but 
offering tho viceroyalty of Guzste.ru, if he would withdraw his 
support from Dara, and remain neuter in the contest. Jeswunt 
accepted the conditions, and agreed to lead the Raj poet contingents 
under prince Moazrim, in Use war against Sevaji, bent on reviving 
the independence of Mihiaditra From the conduct again pursued 
by the Rahtore, we have a right to infer that he only abandoned 
Dara because, though poetessed of many qualities which endeared 
him to the Rajpoot, besides his title to the throne, he wanted thorn 
virtues neceaauy to ensure suoreas against his energetic brother. 
Scarcely had Jeswunt readied the Dekluui when be opened a com- 
munication with Sevaji. planned tho death of the kings lieutenant, 
Shnirta Khan, on which ho hoped to have the guidance of the army, 
and the young viceroy. Arangz^b received authentic intelligence of 
this pled, and the share Jeswunt hurl in it; but he temporized, and 
even sent Utters of congratulation on his succeeding to the command 
in chief. But he scon superseded him by Raja Jey Sing of Amber, 
who brought the war to a conclusion by the capture of Sevaji. The 
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honour attending this exploit wiui, however, soon exchanged for 
disgrace; lor when the ArnMr prince found that the tyrant had 
deigns upon the life of hi* prisoner, for who* safety he hod pledged 
hiinadf, he connived at his escape. Upon this, Jeswunt was on©> 
more declared the emperors lieutenant, and soon inspired prince 
Moazom with designs, which again compelled tie king to supersede 
him. uni Delire klian wn» declared general in chic? He reached 
Amngnhad. and the night of his arrival would have boon his last, 
but lie received intimation and rapidly retreated, pursued by the 
prince and J esvrant to the Xerbodda Tho emperor saw the necessity 
of removing Jeswunt from this dangerous pest, and he sent him the 
Jirm&n aa viceroy of Guzwnit, to which he cunmnndcd him to repair 
without delay lie obeyed, readied Ahmcdnbad, and found the king 
had outwitted him and his mieocator in command; ho, therefore, 
continued his course to his native dominions, where he arrived in R 
1726 (AD. 1670.) 

The wily tyrant had, in all these charges, used every endeavour to 
circumvent Jeswunt. arid, if the annals are correct, was little scrupu- 
lous as to tie means. But Uie Baja wits protected bv the fidelity of 
hit kindred voasalnge. In the words cf the bardic chronicler. "The 
“ Anoapaft* Amng, finding treachery in vain, put tho collar of aimu- 
“ Uted friendship round his neck, and sent him teyond the Attck 
“ to die.'* 

The emperor raw that the only chance of counteracting Jes wont's 
inveterate hostility was to employ him where he would be least 
Jy availed himself of a rebellion amongst tho 
. and with many promises of favour to lii in self 
hia taaiily, appointed him to the chief command, to lead hin 
turbulent Rajpoots against the equally turbulent and almost savage 
Afghans Leaving bus elder son, Pirthi Sing, in charge of his ancestral 
domains, with his wives, family, and the chosen bands of Marco, 
Jeswunt departed for the land of the ‘ barbarian,' from which he was 
destined never to return. 

It is related, in the chronicles of Marco, that Arungzcb having 
commanded the attendance at court of Jeavunt's heir, bo obeyed, 
and was received not only with the distinctions which were his due, 
but with the most specious courtesy : that one day, with unusual 
familiarity, tlie king desired him to advance, and grasping firmly 
his folded hands (tlio usual altitude of deferenoe) in one of hia own, 
said, “ Well, Bah tore, it is told roe you possess as nervous an atm its 
" your father ; what can you do now f " God preeorvo your majesty," 
replied the Rajpoot prince, * when the sovereign of mankind lays 
“ the hand of protection on the meanest of his subjects, all his hones 
“ are realized ; but when he ©undosccnds to take both of mine, I leal 
"as if 1 could conquer the world." His vehement and animated 
gesture gave full force to his words, and A rungzdb quickly exclaimed,

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" Ah 1 here ia another Kbootun,” (tho terra ho always applied to 
Jcivunt); yet, affecting to bo pleased with the frank bolducm of 
his speech, he ordered him a splendid dress, which, as customary, he 
put on. and, having made hi* obeisance, left the presence in tl*c 
certain assurance of exaltation. 

That day was his last ! — ha was taken ill soon after reaching his 
ijumters, and expired in "reat torture, and to this hour his death is 
attributes! to the poisoned robe of honour presented by the king.* 

1‘irthi Sing was the staff of his father’s age, and endowed with all 
the qualities required to lead tho swmxla of Marco. Ilia death, thus 
reported, eu-.t a blight on tho remaining days of .Tcswunt, who, in 
this cruel stroke, saw tliat his inorul foe had gone beyond him in 
revenue. The sacrifice of Pinbi Sing was followed by tlie death of 
his only remaining sons, Juggut Sing and Dultbumun, from the 
ungfni’al climate of Cabul, and grief soon closed the existence of the 
veteran Rahtore. lie expired amidst tins mountains of the noiili, 
•without nr. heir to bin revenge, in S 1737 (AT). 1681). having ruled 
the tribes of Marco for two and forty year*. In this year, death 
released Anir.gx.eb from the gieatesc terrors of his life ; for the 
illustrious Scvaji and Jcswunt paid the debt to nature within a few 
months of each ether. Of tho Rahtorc, wc may use the words of 
the biographer of his contemporary, Rana Raj Sing of Mtfwar: 
“ Sighs never erased flowing from A rung's heart while Jcswunt 
" lived." 

Tho life of Joawunt Sing is one of the most extraordinary iu the 
annals of Rajpoot ana. and a full narrative of it would afford a 
perfect and deeply interesting picture of the history and manner* 
of the period. Had his abilities, which were far above mediocrity, 
been commensurate with hU power, credit, and courage, he might, 
with tho concurrent aid of the many powerful enemies of Aningz^b, 
have overturned the Mogul throne. Throughout tho long period 
of two and forty yearn, events of magnitude crowded upon each 
other, from the period of his fust contest with Arungzeb, in tho 
battle of the Nctbudda. to his conflicts with the Afghans amidst 
the snows of Caucasus. Although the Rahtoie had « preference 
amongst the sons of Shah Jchau, esteeming the frank Data abovo 
tho crafty AxungzOb, yot ho detea tod tho whole race as inimical to 
tho religion and the independence of his own ; and ho only’ fed tho 
hopes of any of the brothers, in their struggle* for empire, expecting 
that they would end in the ruin of all. His blind arrogance lost 
him the battle of the Ncrbudda. and the supineness of Kara

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prevented his reaping the fruit, of his treachery at Cudjwa. The 
former event, o» it reduced the jncnr-3 aud lessened the fame of 
Jeuwunt, redoubled his hatred to the conqueror. Job want neglected 
no opportunity which gave a chance of revenge. Impelled by this 
motive, more than by ambition, he never declined situations of trust, 
and in each bo disclosed the ruling pission of bis mini His 
overture to Sevaji (like himself the implacable foe ol the Mogul), 
against whom be was sent to act ; his daring attempt to remove tbo 
imperial lieutenants, one ‘by assassination, toe other by open force; 
his inciting Miauira, whose inexperience he was sent to guide, to 
revolt against his lather, are some among the many signal instances 
of Jeswunt’s thirst for vengeance. The emperor, fully uwaro of 
this hatred, yet compelled from the force of circumstances to 
dissemble, was always on the watch to counteract it, and the artifices 
this mighty king Lad recourse to in order to conciliate Jeswunt, 
perhaps to throw him off his guard, best attest the (Lead in which 
In* hold him. Alternately he held the vie* royalty of Uazaarat, of 
the Dokhan, of Malwa, Ajmdr, and Cabul (where he died), either 
directly of the king, or as the king’s licutcnint, and second in 
command under one of the princes, cut he used all these favours 
merely as stepping-stones to the sole object of his life. Accordingly, 
if Jeswunt’s character hod been drawn by a biographer of the court, 
viewed merely in the light of a great vunl of tbo empire, it would 
have reached ns marked with the stigma of treachery in every trust 
reposed in him; but, on the ether hand, when we reflect on the 
character of the king, the avowed enemy of the Hindu faith, wc only 
&w in Jeswunt a prince putting all to hazard in its supnort. lie had 
to deal with one who placed him in then? offices, not from personal 
regard, but because be deemed a hollow submission better than 
nvowed hostility, and the Rajs, therefore, only opposed fraud to 

S JcrUy. and treachery to superior strength Doubtless the 
tore was sometimes dazzled by the baits which the politic king 
administered to his vanity; and when all his brother prince* 
eagerly contended for royal favour, it was something to l>e singled 
out as the first amongst his peers in Rajpootana. By such 
conflicting impulses were both parties actuated in their mutual 
conduct throughout a period in duration nearly equal to the 
life of man; and it is no slight testimony to Arnngzeb’a skill 
in managing such a subject, that ho wab able to neutralize the 
hatred and the power cf Jeswunt throughout this lengthened 
period. Bat it was this vanity, and the immense power wielded by 
the kings who could reward service by the additiou of a vice-royalty 
to their hereditary domains, that made the Rajpoot princes slaves; 
for, had nil the princely contemporaries of Jeswunt, — Jay Sing of 
Ambdr, the Rana Raj of Mdwar, and Sevaji,— coalesced against their 
national foe, the Mogul power must have been extinct. Could Jes- 
wunt, however, have been satisfied with the mental wounds he in- 
flicted upon the tyrant, he would have h&d ample revenge ; for the 
image of tbo Ralriore crossed all his visions of aggrandizement. The 
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cruel sacrifice of his heir, and the still moro ImuIkuouh and unrelent- 
ing ferocity with which he pursued Jeswunt's innocent family, -are 
the surest proofs of the dread which the Rail tore prince inspired 
while aave. 

Previous, however, to entering on this and the eventful juried 
which fallowed Jeswunt’s death, we raay record a few anecdotes 
illustrative of the character and manners of the vassal chieftains, by 
whose aid he was thus enabled to brave Anmgre-h. Nor can we do 
better than allow Naliur Khan, chief of the Kooni|»awut* aud pre- 
mier noble, to be the representative portrait of the claim of Marox 
II was by dm vigilnnce of this chief, and his daring intrepidity, that 
the many plots laid for Jeawunt's life were defeated', and in the 
anecdote already given, when in order to restore his prince from a fit 
of mental delusion • he braved the superstitions of his race, his devo- 
tion was put to a severer test than any which could result from per- 
sonal peril The anecdote connected with his mim dt guerre of Nahur 
(tiger) Khan, exemplified hia personal, as the otlior doeo his mental 
intrepidity The real name of this individual, the head of the Kooin- 
pawut dan, was Mokundas. He had personally incurred the dis- 
pleasure of the emperor, by a reply which was deemed disrespectful 
to a message sent by the royal oAdy, fur which the tyrant condemned 
him to enter a tiger's den, and contend for Iris life unarmed. With- 
out a sign of fear, he entered the arena, where tlic savage beast was 
pacing, and thus contemptuously accented him : • Oh tiger of the 
" m4ah,f face the tiger of Jeswunt exhibiting to the king of the 
forest a pair of eyes, whidi anger and opium had rendered little less 
inflamed than his own. The animal, startled by so unaccustomed a 
salutation, for a moment looked at his visitor, put down his head, 
turned round and stalked from him. “ You see," exclaimed the 
1 tali tore, “that he dare net face me, and it is contrary to tins creel 
“ of a true Rajpoot to attack an enemy who das in notconfront him.” 
Even the tyrant, who belvsld the scene, was surprised into admira- 
tion, presented him with gifts, and naked if he had any children 
to inherit his prowess His reply, “how can we get children, 
“ when you keep us from our wive* beyond the Attok r fully shews 
that the Kahtore and fear wore strangers to each other. From this 
singular encounter, he bore the name of Naliur Khan.' the tiger 
* lord.’ 

On another occasion, freon the same freedom of speech, he incurred 
the displeasure of the Shahzada, or prince- royal who, with youthful 
levity, commanded the ' tiger lord' to attempt a feat which he deemed 
inconsistent with his dignity, namely, gallop at speed under a 
horizontal branch of a tree and din? to it while the steed passed on. 
This feat, requiring both agility and strength, appears to have been

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a common amusement, and it in related, in the annals of Mewar tint 
tin chief of Bunera broke his spine in tbo attempt ; and there were few 
who did not come off with bruises and falls, in which consisted the 
sport When Nahur heard the command, ho indignantly replied, he 
- was not a monkey;" that, "if the prince wished to see his feats it 
•• must be where his sword lud play on which he was ordered 
ngninst Soortdn, the. Deora prinoc of Sirohi, for which service he had 
the whole Ralit/>rp contingent at his disposal. The Door* prince, 
who could not attempt to cope against it in the field, took to his 
native hills; bat while ho deemed himself secure, Mokund. with a 
chosen land, in the dead of night, entered the glen whore the Sirohi 

E ‘ nee repined, stabbed the solitary sentinel, bound the prince with 
own turban to his pallet, while, environing him with his clans- 
men, ho gave the alarm. The Dcorao starting from their rocky 
beds, collected round their prince, and were preparing for the rescue, 
when Nahur called aloud. “You see his life is in my hands; be! 
'* assured it is safe if you are wise ; but ho dies on the least opposition 
~ W my determination to convoy him to my prince. My dole object in 



‘giving tbo alarm, was that you might behold m.. carry off my 
" prise. He conveyed Scortin to Jeewunt, who said he must intro- 
duce him to the king. The Deora prince was carried to court, and 
being led between the proper officer* to the palace, he was instri>ctod 
to perform that profound obeisance, from which none wore exempted. 
But the haughty Deora replied, “ Ilia life was in the kings hands, his 
“ honour in bis own , he had never bowed the head to mortal man, and 
“ “ever would." As Jcswunt had pledged himself for his honourable 
treatment, the officers of the ceremonies endeavoured by stratagem 
to obtain a constrained obeisance, and instead; of introduring him m 
usual, they shewed him a wicket, knee high, and very low overhead, 
by which to enter, but putting his feet foremost, his head was the 
last part to appear. This stubborn ingenuity, his noble bearing, and 
his long-protracted resistance, added to Jcswunfa pledge, won tbe 

a s favour ; and bo not only proffered him pardon, but whatever 
ho might desire. Though the king did not name the retorn, 
Soortan was well aware of the terms, but he boldly and quickly 
replied, " What can tout majesty bestow equal to Achilgurh ! let me 
* return to it is all I ask.” The king had the magnanimity to comply 
with his n^mot ; Sonrtfn was allowed to retire to the case ieofAboo- 
nor did ho or any of the Deoraa ever rank t hem-elves amongst the 
vassals of the empire ; hut they have continued to tbo present hour 
a life of almost savage independence. 

Prom such anecdotes we learn the character of the tiger lord of 
Asope, and his brother Rahtorra of Marrnr; men reckless of life 
when put in competition with distinction and fidelity to their prinos, 
as will be abundantly illoatrated in the reign we are about to describe.

"When Jeswunt died beyond the Attok, hit wife, the (future) 
mother of Ajit. ectcnninoi to burn with her lord, but being in the 
seventh munch of her pregnancy, she was forcibly prevented by 
Oodii Koompawut. His other queen and seven points (concubine) 
mounted the pyre ; and as aoon as the tidings readied Jodpoor, the 
Cliuudravati queen, taking a turban of her late lord, ascended the 
pile at Mundcie. The Hindu race was in despair at the lost of the 
support of their faith. The bells of the to rapid were mute j tho sacred 
fcheli no longer sounded at sun-rim ; the Brahmins vitiated their 
doctrines and learned the Mooslwn creed." 

The queen was delivered of a boy, who received the name of Ajit 
As soon as she was able to travel, the Rah tore contingent, with their 
infant prince, his mother, the daughters, and establishment of their late 
sovereign, prepared to return to their native land But Uic unrelent- 
ing tyrant, carrying hiu vengeance towardn Jeiwuntoven beyond the 
grave, as scon as they reacted Dehli, commanded that tho infant should 
% surrendered to his custody. “ Arucg offered to divide M woo amongst 
thcia if they would surrender their prince ; but they replied, ‘ Our 
country is with our sinews, and tliesc can defend bolh it and our

lord. 1 With eyes red with rage, they left the A um-*Ma Their 
abode was sumiumled by the boat of the Shah. In a Liakct of 
hwrrlineata they sent away the young prince, ar.i nrepared to defend 
their honour ; they made oblations to the gods, took a double portion 
of opium, and mounted their steeds. Then spoke Rinchor, and 
Oovind the son of Joda, and Chundurbhan the Darawut, and the 
aon of Raglioo. on whceo shoulders the sword had been married at 
Oojein, with the feiulesa Bliannul the Oodnwut, and the Soojawul, 
Raghoonat'h. • Lot us swim, 1 they exclaimed, • in the ocean of fight. 
Let us root up these Annas, ami he carried by tho Apstras to the 
mansions of the sun.’ As thus each spoke, Scojah the lard took 
tiic won! : ' for a day like this/ said he, ’ you enjoy your fiefs (put for), 
to give in your loro's cause your bodies to the sword, and in ono 
mass to gain ait lerga (heaven). As for me, who enjoyed his friend- 
ship and hiu gifts, this day will I mako his salt resplendent. My 
father's fame will I uphold, and lead the death in this day’s fight, 
that future bards may hymn iny praise.' Then spake Doorga son 
of Assoh : ‘ the teeth of the Yavans are whetted, but by the light- 
ning emitted from our swords, Dehli shall witnes* our deeds; and the 
flame of our anger shall consume the troops of the Shah.’ As thus 
the chiefs communed, and the troops of the king approached, the 
llaj-toca* of their late lord was sent to inhabit siceigo. Lance in 
hand, with faces resembling Yama+ the Rah lorn rushed uponthe 
foe. Then the music of swords and shields commenced. Wave 
followed wave in the field of blend. Sankra; completed his chaplet 
in the battle fought by the children of Doohur in the streets of 
Dehli. Rulua contended with nine thousand of the foe ; but his 
sword failed, and ns he fell, Iicmhhn§ carried him away. Dilloli 
the Darawut made a gift of his life the salt of his lord he mixed 
with tho water of the fiold.T Chundurbhan was conveyed by the 
Apaaras to Chandrapoor.** The Bhatti was cut piece-meal and lay 
on the field beside the son of Sooitdr.. The faithful Oodawut 
appeared like the crimson lotcs ; ho journeyed to Swcrga to visit 
JcswunU Sondoh the bai-d, with a a word in either hand, wb in 
tho front of tho battle, and gained the mansion of tho mxin.-f-f Every 
tribe and every clan performed its duty in this day’s pilgrimage to

the stum ii of the sword, in which Dojtgadiw ground tho foe and 
saved hia honour."* 

When these brave men oiwr that nothing short of tho uni-render 
of all that wax dear to a Rajpoot was intended by the fiend-liko 
spirit of the king, their first thought was the preservation of their 
prince: the next to secure their own honour and that of their law 
master. The means by which they accomplished this went terrific. 
The females of the deceased, together with their own wives and 
daughters, were placed in an apartment fiiled with gunpowder, and 
the torch applied— all was soon over ! This sacrifice accomplished, 
their sole thought was to secure a niche in that immortal temple, 
which the Rajpoot bard, as well as the great minstrel of the west, 
peoples with “ youths who died, to be by poets sung.' 1 For this, 
the Rajpoot's anxiety lias in all ajres teen so great, as often to defeat 
even the purpose of revenge, his object being to die gloriously rather 
than to indict death ; assured that hia name would novor perish, 
bat, preserved in " immortal rhyme” hy thn b»nl, would serve w. tho 
incentive to similar deeds. Accordingly, “the tattle fought by tho 
* sons of Doohureif in the streets of Dchli,’ is one of the many themes 
of everlasting eulogy to the Rah tores : and tho seventh of Sravan, 
S. 1736 (the second month of the Monsoon of A.D. 1680}, is a sacred 
day iu tho calendar of Maioix 

In the midst of this furious contest, the infant prince was saved. 
To avoid suspicion tho hoir of Maroo, conoaalod in a basket of sweet- 
meats, was animated to a Mocolein, who religiously executed his 
trust and conveyed him to the appointed spot, where he was joined 
by tho gallant Doorgadns with tho survivors who had cut their way 
through all opposition, and who were doomed often to bleed for tho 
prince thus miraculously preserved. It ia pleasing to find that, if to 
" the leader of the faithful," the btgoted Atungzdb, they owed so much 
misery, to ono fond he of humble life}, of the sanio faith, they owed tbo 
preservation of their line. The preserver of Ajit lived to witness his 
manhood and the redemption of his birth-right, and to tind that 
princes are not always ungrateful ; for he was distinguished at court, 
was never addressed but as Kaka, or uncle, by t)»e pnnee ; and to the 
honour of hi9 successors be it told, tho lands then settled upon him 
arc still enjoyed by his descendants. 

With the solo surviving scion of Jeowunt, the faithful Doorga and 
a few chosen friends repaired to the isolated rock of A boo, and placed 
him in a monastery of recluse*. There the heir of Maroo was reared 
in entire ignorance of his birth: Still rumours prevailed, that a son 
of Jeswunt lived ; that Doorga and a few associates were his guar- 
dians ; and this was enough for the loyal Rajpoot, who, oinfidieg in

This attempt, instigated by the king, proved futile; and the elan*, 
faithful to the memory of Jeswunt and the name of Ajit, soon expel- 
led the Ivrndce from Mundore, and drove the son of Umra to his 
castle of Nagure. It was then that Arungsgb, in person, led his army 
into Maroo ; the capital waa invested , it fell and was pillaged, aud 
nil the great towns in the plains, as Mtirtea, Deodwana, and Rohit, 
shared a similar late. The emblems of religion were trampled under 
foot, the temples thrown down, mosques were erected on their site, 
and nothing short of the compulsory conversion to the tenets oflslarn 
of every Rajpoot in Marwar, would satisfy his revenge. The con&s- 
quenica of this fanatical and impolitic conduct recoiled not only upon 
the emperor but his whole race, for it roused on opposition to this 
iron yoke, which ultimately broke it in piecaa The emperor pro- 
mulgated that famous edict, the ' Jezcya,' against the whole Hindu 
race, which cemented into one compact union all who cherished either 
patriotism or religion. It was at this period of time, when the Rali- 
tores and Seesodias united against the tyrant, that Rana Kaj Sing 
indited that celebrated epistle, which is given in a preceding part of 
this work.*

‘ T'vber continued to advance. The inhabitants of Moonlhur fled 
to the mountains. At Ocorah the brother! Room. and Kooinbo took 
root with thoir elan to oppose him ; but they fell with twenty-five 
of their brethren. As the cioud pours water upon the earth, so did 
Arung pour his barbarians over the land. He remained but five days at 
Aiidoorg (Ajint'r); and marched against Cbectorc It fell : it appeared 
as if the heavens had fallen. Ajit was protected by tbc Rana, and 
the Raiitoeea led the van in the best of the Seooodias. Seeing the 
atrength «f tho Yav&ns, they shut up the young prince, like a fiane 
confined in a vesseL Dehli-pat (the king of Dehlijcame to Detain* at 
whore pass he was opposed by Koombo, Oogurscn, and Oodoh, all 
Rah tore*. While Anmgxnb attacked Oodipoor, Asm waa left at Choc- 
tore Then the king learned that Doorvadas Jiad invaded J halo re; lie 
abandoned his conquest, and returned to Ajmdr, trending Moburr* 
Khaa to aid Behirri ul Jhalors ; but Doorga haul raked contributions 
(ilind), and passed to Jocpoor. alike forced to contribute ; for the 
son of Indur Sing, on the part of the king, cow commanded in 
Tricutn (triplt-ptalxd nouni). Aruog Shah lnctsured the heavens ; 
he determined to have but one faith in the land. Prince AkMr was 
sent to job: Tyber Khan. lUpinc and cor.tlagration spread over tire 
land Tho oonntry became a waste ; fear stalked triumphant. Provi- 
dent hid willed 'this affliction. Tire Kendos were put in possession 
of Jodnoor : bat were encountered at Kaitopoor and put to the sword

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but Hie ILiua, who provoked the rage of A lung from granting refuge 
lo AjSfe.sent tie troope under his own non, Bhccm, who joined the 
Rah tores. led by Indurbhan and Doorgodss in Godwtr. P.-iuco 
Akber and Tyber Khan advanced upon them, and a battle took place 
at Nadole- Tne Seeaodias had the light. The combat was long and 
bloody. Prince Bheem fell at the head of the Mdwaraea: lie was a 
noble' bulwark to tbc Rah terra* Indutbhan wa» slain, with Jatt 
the Oodawut, |>trforining noble deeds ; and Sonin? Doorga did 
wonders on that day, the 14th Asoj, S 1737,’’ (the winter of A-D. 
H81) 

The gallon betting of tho Raipoot* in this unequal combat, their 
desperate devotion to their country and prince, touched the soul of 
Prinoe Akldr, who had the magnanimity to Commiserate the suffer- 
inga he was compelled to inflict, and to question the policy of his 
father towards these gallant vassals. Ambition came to the aid of 
compassion for the sufferings of tho Rabtores, and the persecution of 
the minor son of JcswunL lie opened his iniad to Tyber Khan, 
and exposed the aiscraco of bearing arms in no unholy a welfare, 
and in severing from the crown such devoted and brave vassals as the 
Rah tores. Tyber was gained over, and an embassy sent to Doorgsdas 
ofiering peace, and expressing a wish for a conference. Doorga 
convened the chiefs, and disclosed the overture ; but some suspoctod 
treachery in the prince, others, selfish views on the part of Doorga. 
To prevent tho injurious operation of such suspicions, Doorga 
observed, that if mutant wore not given to tho mooting, it would be 
attributed to the base motive of fear. " Let us proceed in a body.’’ 
said he, "to this conference ; who ever heard of a cioud being 
" caught f 1 They met ; mutual views were developed ; a treaty 
was concluded, and the meeting ended by Akb£r waving the umfcveli 
of regality over his head, lie coined in his own name; be estab- 
lished his owa weights and measures. Tho poisoned intelligence 
was poured into Arung’a ear at Ajradr; his soul wan troubled; ho 
had no rest ; he plucked his beard in grief when he heard that 
Doorga and Akb£r bad united. Every Rah tore in the land flocked 
to Akbcr’s standard. The house of Dehli was divided, and Govindf 
again supported the Hindu faith. 

The dethronement of the tyran t appeared inevitable The scourge 
of the Rajpoots was in their power, for ho was almost alone and 
without the hope of succour. But his energies never forsook him ; 
ho knew the character of his foci, and that on an emergency hw 
grand auxiliary, stratagem, was equal to an army. As there is some 
variation both in the Mogul historian’s account of this momentous

“ Akber, with multitude* of Rajpoots, advanced upon Ajmfr. But 
white A rung prepared for the storm, the prince gave himself up to 
women and the .song, placing everything in the hand* of Tyber 
Khan. We are the Saves of fate : puppets that dance as it pulls 
the strings. Tyber allowed himself lo dream of treason j it whs 
whispered in his ear that if he could deliver Akber to his father, 
high rewards would follow. At night ho wont privily to AmogzSb, 
and then co wrote to the Kah tores : 1 T was the bond of union betwixt 
you and Akber, but the darn which separated the waters has broken 
down, father and son again are one. Consider the pledges, given 
and received, as restored, and depart for your own lands Having 
sealed Ihu with his signet, and despatolied a messenger to the 
Rablorcs, ho appeared before Arungreb to reooivo tho truit of hia 
service. But hia treason met its reward, and before he conld say, 
the imperial orders were obeyed, a lAow of the nwejron tu land 
of I'te vumarth gent his soul lo hill At midnight the Dervdish 
messenger reached the Rshtore camp ; be put the letter into their 
hand, which stated iather and sou were united ; and added from 
hinuelf that Tyber Khan was slain. All was confusion ; the Rah- 
tores noddled and mounted, und moved s ocas from Akb^r’s cunp. 
The panic spread to his troops, who fled like the dried leaves of 
the sugar-cane when carried up in a whirlwind, while the prince 
was attending to the song and the wiles of the wanton’’ 

This narrative exemplifies most strongly the hasty unreflecting 
character of the Rajpoot, who always acts from the impulse of the 
moment. They did not even send to Akbers canin, although cl coo 
to their own, to inquire the troth or falsehood of the report, but 
saddled and did not halt until they were twenty miles asunder. It 
is true, that in tbeso times of peril, they did not know in whom to 
confide ; and being headed by one of their own body, they could not 
tell how far he might be implicated in the treachery. 

The next day they were undo reived by the junction of the prince, 
who, when made acquainted with the departure of his allies, and the 
treason and death of IVber Khan, could scarcely collect a thousand 
men to abide by his fortunes. With these he followed hi* panic- 
struck allies, and threw himself and his family upon their hospitality 
and protection : — an appeal never made in vain to the Rajpoot. 
The poetic acoount, by the bard Kumidhan, of tho reception of the 
prince by the chivalry of Maroo, in remarkably minute and spirited : 
—the warriors and senators enter into a solemn debate as to the 
conduct to be puisued to the prince now claiming eimit (sanctuary), 
when the bard takes occasion to relate the pedigree and renown of 
the chiefs of every clan. Each chief delivers his sentiments in a 
speech full of information respecting their national customs and 
manners It also displays & good picture of “ tho power of the *v.aw, 
- and the necessity of feeding them with pearls* to enablo them to 
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sing with advantage. Tho council breaks up with iho declaration 
of its determination to protect Akbdr at all hasauda, and Jnita the 
brother of the head of the Cbaropavuta, in nominated to the charge 
of piotector of Akbcrs family. The gnllant Doorga, the Ulystcs of 
the Rah to res, is t.l»e manager of thb diamaUc convention, the details 
of which arc wound up with an eulogy, in true oriental hyperbole, 
in tlio Doric accents of Maroo ;

" Oh, mother ! produce such sons as Doorga-das, who first supported

S lice, and to a series of here «: deeds, his subsequent and more 
iieult salvation. Many anecdotes are extant recording the dread 
A rung? ilb had of this leader of the Rob tores, one of which is amus- 
ing- The tyrant had commanded pictures to be drawn of two of the 
most mortal foes to his repose, Sevaji and Doorga: “Seva was 
‘‘drawn seated on a oouch; Doorga in his ordinary position, on 
" horseback, wasting Utawtiut, or barlcy-cakca. with the point of 
“ his lance, on a tiro of nuuze-atalks. Arungicb, at the first glance, 
“ exclaimed, ‘ 1 may entrap that fellow (moaning Sovaji), hut thin 
“ dog is bora to be my bane.' ” 

Doorga at the head of his bands, together with young Akbfir, 
moved toward# the western extremity of the state, in hopes that 
they might lead the emperor in pursuit amongst the sand-hills of 
the Lomu ; but the wily monarch tried other arts, and first attempted 
to corrupt Doorga. He sent him eight thousand gold rnobure ,* 
which the Rajpoot instantly applied to the neceetiUcA of Akbdr, who 
was deeply affected at this proof of devotion, and distributed a 
portion of it amongst Doorga s_ retainers. Aningzi-b, seeing tho 
futility of this* plan, sent a force in pursuit of his son, who, knowing 
he had no hope of -mercy if he fell into his futhcr’s hands, was 
noxious to place distance between them. Dcorga pledged himself 
fir his safety, and relinquished all to ensure it. Making over the 
guardianship of young Aj$t to hia eider brother, Soiling, and placing 
himwlf at the head ot one thousand chosen men, ho turned towards 
the south, Tho bard enumerates the names and families of all the 
chieftains of note who formed the body-guard of prince Akbcr in 
this desperate undertaking. The Charapawuta were the most 
numerous, but ho specifics .nveralof tho home claim, as the Join 
nnd Mairtea, and amongst the foreign Rajpoots, the Jadoon, Chohan, 
Rhatti, Deora, Sonigurra, and ilingalea. 

The M<tv»r chronicle »ya forty thousand. 
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•' The king followed their retreat: his troops surround©! the R. 1 I 1 - 
tores ; but Dixirgi with one thousand chcewn men left the north oa

iccds of Camunda+ removed the trouble® of iltwar, as the wind 
disperses the clouds which shade the brightness of the moon, In ten 
days after Aam marched, the emperor himself moved, leaving Iris 
garrisons in Jodpoor and Ajmdr. Doorga’s name was the charm 
which made tho heels of locusts quit their ground.; Doorga was tiro 
eoa-iorpont ; Akbcr the mountain with which they churned tho ocean 
Antng, and made him yield the fourteen gems, one of which our 
religion regained, which a Lacshmi, and our faith, which is L>hu- 
nuntra the sage 

" In fidelity who excelled the Kheechces Seo Sing and Mokund. 
who never left the person of Ajlt. when his infancy was concealed in 
the mountains of Arbood f to them alone, and the faithful Soniguna, 
did Doosga confide the secret of his retreat. The vassals of the 
Nine Cattle* of Karoo know that ho woo concealed; but where or 
ir. whore custody all were ignorant Some thought he was at Je*- 
suhndr ; others at Beekumpoor ; others it Siroiu. The eight divisions 
nobly supported the days of their exile; their sinews sustained the 
land of Mordhur. Rats, Rajas, and Ran as applauded their deeds, for 
all were alike enveloped in the net of destruction. In all the nine 
thousand [towns] of MonThur, and tho ten thousand of Hewar.§ inha- 
bitants there were none Emyet Khan was left with ten thouwuid 
men fo preserve Jodpoor; hut the Champawut is the Soomdr cf 
Karoo, and without fear waa Doorga’s toother, Soning.

The lord of Chundawul, Simboo Koompnwut, 
now’led the Rahtoras with Oodung Sing Bukshec, and Tejsi, the 
young son of Dcorga, the bracelet on the arm of Mahadeva, with 
FutU'ii Sing and Ram Sing, just returned from placing Akbcr safely 
in the Dekhan, and many other valiant Rahtore*.* Tliey spread 
over the country even to Mewar, sacked Poor-Mandil, and slew the 
governor Kasim Khan." 

These desultory’ and bloody affrays, though they kept the king’s 
troops in perpetual alarm and lost them myriads of men, thinned 
the ranks of the defenders of Maroo, who again took refuge in the 
AiavullL From hence, watching every opportunity, they <uutcd on 
their prey. On one occasion. they fell upon tho garrison of Jytanin, 
which they routed and expelled, or as the chronicle quaintly says, 
“ with the year 1739 they also fled." At the same timo, the pan of 
Sojui was carried by Beejo Champawut, while the Jodawuta, under 
Ram Sing, kept their foes in play to the northward, and led by 
Oodi-bhan, attacked tho Mirra Noor Alii at Cbaraie : “ the contest 
” looted for throe hours; the dead bodice of tho Yavans lay in heaps 
“ in tho Akhara ; who even abandoned their Nakarraa." 



“ After the affair of Jytarun, when Oodi Sing Champawut, and 
Mohkim Sing Mairtea wore tire lenders, they made n push for flur- 
zerat, and had penetrated to Kheiraloo, when they were attacked, 
pursued, and surrounded in the hills at Rainpoor, by Syed Moham- 
med, the Hakim of Guzzcrak All night they stood to their arms. 
In the morning the sword rained and filled the cars of tire Apsuaa. 
Kurrun and Kesuri were slain, with Gckuldas Bhatti, with all their 
civil oflioem, and Rum Sing himself renounend life on thU day.4- 
But the Asoore pulled up the reins, having lo3tmany men. PalH 
was also attacked in tho month of Bhadoon this year 1739 ; then 
the game of destruction was played with Noor Alii, three hundred 
Rahtorrs against five hundred of the king’s troops, which were 
routed, losing their leader, Ufzul Khan, after a deeporato straggle.

The year 1733 was one of perpetual conflict, of captures and 
recaptures, in which many parties of tweuty and thirty on each side 
fell. They afford numerous examples of heroic patriotism, in which 
Rail lore blood was lavishly *hed ; but while to them each warrior 
wa» a los. not to bo replaced, the despot continued to feed the war 
with fresh troop* The Bhattis of .Wulmdr came forward this 
year, and nobly ated their blood in seconding the efforts of the 
Bah lores in this patriotic warfare. 

•• In S. 1740, Azim and Asud Khan joined the emperor in the 
Dekhan, and Enayet Khan was left in command at Ajmer— being 
enjoined not to relax the war iu Mar war, even with tha setting in of 
tho rnina. Mairwairn afforded a place of rendezvous for the Rail- 
tores, and security for their families. Hero eleven thousand of the 
bast troops of Enayet invaded the hills to attack the united J*dns 
and CliainpawuUs who retaliated on Palli, Sojut and Godwar. The 
ancient Mundore, which was occupied by a garrison under Khwaja 
Saleh, was iU<aekbd by the Mnndnicha Bhatti and driven out At 
Bagno, a cceporato encounter took place in tho month of Bysak, 
when Ram Sing and Samunt Sing, both BhaUi chiefs, foil, with two 
hundred of their vassals, slaying one thousand cf the Moguls. The 
K u rum w tea and Koompawuts, under Anop Sing, scoured the banks 
of the Looni, and put to the sword tho garrisons of Ooaturroh and 
GangauL Mchkim, with hia Mairteas, made a descent on his 
patrimonial lands, and drew upon him tho whole force of ila 
governor, Mohammed Alii. Tho Moirtcaa met him on their own 
native plains. The Yayan proposed a trace, and at tho interview 
assassinated the head of the Mairteas, tidings of whoso death rejoiced 
tho Shfth in tho Ddkh&Q. 

" At the Iwginoing of 1741, neither strife nor fear had abated. 
Soojdn Sing led the Rahtons in the south, while Lakha Chnmpawut 
and Kcaar Koampawut aided by tho BLattb* and Cbohaim, kept Uie 
garrison of Jodpoor in alarm. When Soojdn was slain, tho Utrd 
was sent to S Ingram, who held a munsub and lands from the king ; 
he was implored to join hia brethren ; he obeyed, and all collected 
around Singram.* Sewanchaf was attacked, and with Bhalotr* 
and Banchtadra wore plundered; while tho blockaded garrisons 
were unable to aid. An hour before sunset, every gate of Maroo 
was shut Tbc Aaoors had tho strong-holds in their power ; bub the 
plains resounded with the An‘ of Ajit Oodi-Unr, with hi* Joda- 
wuts, appeared before Bhadrajoon ; he assaulted tho foe and captured

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his guns and treasure. An attempt from Jodpoor made lo recapture 
the trophies, added to the triumph of tlio Joda. 

- Pootdil Khan" L eld Sen - ah oh ; and Nnliur Klinn Mewatti, Kunnri. 
To attack them, the Champawuts convened at Moleuhir. Their 
third for vengeance redoubled at the tidings that Noor AUi hod 
abducted two young women of the tribe of Assani. Rutna led the 
Ruh tores; they reached Kunariand engaged Foordil Khan, who was 
put to the sword with six hundred of bis men. Tho Rah tores left 
one hundred in the field that day, the ninth ofCheyt. The Minaf 
no sooner heard of this defeat than he fled toward* Thoda, with tbo 
Assani damsels. gaa ing on Ike mangoes as they rivensd. and having 
reached Koochal. he encamped. Subhul Si eg. the son of Aiskurn. 
heard it; he took his opium, and though the Alim was surrounded 
by pillars, the dagger of Aiskum's son reached his licart ; but the 
IlhaUiJ to cut in piecca. Tbo roads wore now impassable ; the 
T7ianas§ of the Ynvans wore reduced to great strait* 

“Tho year 1742 commenced with the slaughter of tho king's 
garrison at Sambhur by the lakhawuts and Assnwuts ;j while fiom 
liodwar the chieti made incuraions to the gates of Ajm^r. A battle 
took plnoc at MairU, where the Rah tores were defeated and dispersed ; 
but in revenge Singram burned the suburbs of Jodpoor, aid 
tbou came to Dh contra, where once more the clans Assembled. They 
marched, invested J halo re. when Beharri. left without succour, was 
compelled to capitulate, and the gate of honour (dJu.rnvidimm) was 
left open to him. And thus ended 1742."

They tent 
fee the Kheeehie Mokund. and prayei that they might but 
behold him ; but the faithful to bis trust replied “ He* who confided

" Lord, bread and water have no flavour.'' Mokund caild not with- 
stand their suit. The Hara prince Doorjuu Sal, having come to 
thoir aid with ono thousand home from Kotah,+ they repaired to the

♦Hu principal object was to marry the daughter of So.iaun Sms Chanraaut, 
tie Kister ot the brave Mokund Sing, often mentioned ui the chronicle. The

prince. " As tlm Into* expands at the sunbeam, so did the hew t of 
each Rnhtoje at the sight of their infant sovereign ; they drank 
Ills looks, even os the jxywya in the month Asxij sips drops of 
imritu [ambmia) from the Champ a.* There were present Oodi 
Smg. Smgram Sing, Beeji-Fal, Tej Sing, Mokund Sing, and Nahur 
sou of Iluiec, all ChAiojiawuw. Knj Sing, Juggut Sing, Joit Sing, 
Samunt Sing, of the Ood&wuta; — Ram Sing, Futteh Sing, and 
Kesuri, KoompawnM. Them was also the Oohur chief of pure 
dwcentvt besides the Kheechi Mokund. the Purohit, the Purihar. and 
the Jain priest, Yati Cyan, Beejy. In a fortunate hour, Ajit became 
known to the world. The Bara Rao first made his salutation ; he 
was followed by all Marwur with offerings of gold, pearl#, and bores 

“ Enayet convoyed tho tiding* to Arung Shah ; tbo Asoor chief 
said to the king, ' if without a head, so long they had combated him , 
what could now bo expected V lie demanded rcinfoicomcnte. 

" In triumph tliey conveyed the young Raja to Ahwa. whose 
chief made the fouXftooJ with pearls, and presented him with horeec; 
here he waa entertained, and boro they prepared the teeln dour. 
Thcncc, taking Raepoor, Bilan, and Boroonda in his way, an! 
receiving the homage and nurture of their cliiefs, he repaired to 
Asoj.e, where he was entertained by the head of the Koompawuta. 
From Asope he went to the Bliatti fief of Lowairoh ; thcncc to Iteah, 
tho chief abode of the Moirteas ; tlience to Kewnsir, of the Kann- 
8otei Bach ohief entertained thoir young lord, around whom all 
tho clans gathered. Then he repaired to Kaloy, the ab)do of Pabhco 
Rao Dhandul,§ who came fertn with all his bands ; and at length 
he reached Pokura, where he was joined by Doorgadas from the 
Dekhan, the 10th of Bhadoon 1744. 

“ Enayet Khan was alarmed. He assembled a numerous array to 
quell this fresh tumult, but death pounced upon him. The king 
was afflicted thereat. lie tried another stratagem, and set up a 
pretended son of Jcjwiint, atyled Mohammed Shah, and offered Ajit 
the munsub of five thousand to submit to his authority. The 
pretender also died as he set out for Jodpoor, and Sujait Khan was 
made the governor of Marwar in the place of Enayet. Now the 
Rohtores and Haras united, having cleared Manx* of their foe, 
attacked them in a foreign land. The gartisoua of Malpoora and 
Poor Mandil were put to the sword, and here tho Hara prince was 

Kotth prince dared not according to every Rajpoot maxim of gallantry, ref or

Here they levied 
eight thousand moknrs in contribution and returned to Marwar, 
while the civil officers and PuruhiUmado collections in li'a country ;

“ The year 1”45 commenced with proposals from Sujait Khin to 
hold Marwar in farm ; ho promised onc-fouith of all transit duties 
if tbc Rahcores would respect foreign commerce : to this they agreed. 
The son of Enayct left Jodpoor for Dchli ; 1« luvl reached Itninwil, 
hut was overtaken by the Joda Huraat, who teltnasl him both of 
wive* and wealth. The. Khan flod to the Clutch wahas for shelter. 
Sujah Beg, who left Ajmer to release him, fared no better : he was 
attacked, defeated, and plundered by Mokuudas Champawul 
“ In 1747, Seti Khan wna Hakim of Ajmer: Doorgn determined 
“ to attack him. The Hakim took pectin tho pare which defend* tho 
" road ; there Dcorga assailed him, and made him fly to Ajrncr. Tho 
11 tidings reached the king; ho wrote to the Khan, if ho discomfited 
“ Doorgadas, he would raise him over nil the khans of the empire ; if 
“ ho failed, ho should send him bracelets * and order Sujait from 
" Jodpoor to supersede him.’' Sefi, bofore abandoning his trust, tried 
to retaio his honours by the circumvention of Ajlt. He addressed a 
letter to him, saying he held the imperial ouuiiul for the restoration 
of his paternal domains, hut that, as the lcing’i representative, ho 
must come and receive it. Ajlt marched at the head of twenty 
thousand Rah tores, sanding in advance Mokund Champawut to 
observe whether any treachery was oimcrnplated. The snare 
was discovered and reported to Ajlt, as he arrived at the foot 
of the pass beyond tho mountains ‘ Let us, however, have 
a sight of Ajidoorg as we ore so near,’ **id the young prince, ’ and 
receive the compliments of the klian’ They moved on towards 
the city, and Sell Khan had no alternative but to pay his obeisance 
to Aiit. To enjoy his distre®, one Said, • let us fire the city.’ The 
Hakim sat trembling for its safety and hr* own ; he brought forth 
jewels and homes, which he presented to Ajlt 

“ In 1748, the troubles re -commenced in Mdwar. Prince t'mra 
rebelled against hia father, Rana Jey Sing, and was joined by all his 
chief* 'fiie Rana fled tn God war. and at Ganorah oollectea a force, 
which IJmra prepared to attack. Thu Rana demanded succour of 
the Rah tores, ami all the Mairtcas hastened to relieve him; and soon 
after Ajlt sent Dooreadas and Bugwan, with Riniuul Jcda. and 
' the eight ranks of Rahtores' to espouse tho father’s cause. But tho 
Chondawuts and Suktawuts, the Jhalis and Chobans. rathi>r tltiur 
illicit foreign interference in their ouamd, thought it better to effect 
a reconciliation between father and w« ; and thus the Raua was 
indebted to Marwar for the support of his throne. 

“ The year 1749 passed in negotiation to obtain the daughter of 
prince AkWr, left in charge of Doorgadas, for whose honour Arung-

“ In 1750, the Moaalem governor of Jnrl poor, Jhalore. and Sewgnob, 
combined their forces Bgainit Ajit, who was again compelled to 
retreat to the mountains. Akho. the Balia, received their attack' 
but was defeated in the month of Magb. Another combat win 
hastened by the wanton slaughter of a "dud 'ft,* when the Hakim c( 
Chank, with nil bis train, weie made prisoners nt Molaibir by the 
Champawut Mokundnn. 

“ To eueh etraita were tho MooelcmB put in 1751, that many dis- 
tricts paid chovth, others tribute, and many tired of this incessant 
warfare, and unable to conquer their bread, took service with the 
Rah tores. Tlits year, Kasim Khan and Lushkur Khan marebei 
against Ajit. who took post at Beejipocr. Dooigu’a son led the onse-, 
and the Khan was defeated. With each year of Ajit grow tho hope, 
of the Robtoics ; while Aruugzdb was afflicted at each month's

Dootga was otTered for himself the munsub of 
five thousand, which be refused; he preferred that Jhalore, 
Sewanchi, Sanchore, and Theiaud, should revert to his country. Even 
AruDg admired the honourable and dhtinguiahed treatment of his 
grand-daughter.

“ In 1761 the star of the foe began to decline Moorahid Kooli, 
fcl*e Mogul, was relieved by JolEer Khan. Mohkim’a letter was 
intercepted. He had turned traitor to his prince, and joined the 
king’s troops. Ajit marched against them; lie fought them at 
Dnxiii.ua ; tlie king’s troop were defeated, and the ietel Eeiidawut 
was slain. This waa in 1702. 

“ In 1763, Ibrahim Khan the king's lieutenant* at Lahore, paused 
through Marwar to relieve Arira in tho vice-royalty of Guraerat. 
On the second day of Cheit, the obscure half of tho moon, the joyful 
tidings arrived of tho death of the king.; On the fifth, Ajit lock 
to horse : he readied the town of Joda, and sacrificed to the gates, 
but the Awots feared to face him. Some hid their faces in fear, 
while others flod. The Mirra came down, and Ajit ascended to tbo 
hath of his ancestor*. The wretched Yavana, now abandoned to tho 
infuriated Rajpoots smarting under twenty-six years of misery, 
found no mercy. In hopeless despair they fled, and the wealth 
which they had amassed by extortion and oppression, returned to 
enrich the proprietor. The barbarians, in turn, were made captive ; 
they fought, were slaughtered and dnnersed. Some sought «ima 
(ranctnary), nnd fonnd it ; even the barbarian looder himself throw 
fear to the winds in the unconcealed -ancillary of the Koompawut 
But the triumph of the Hindu was cwnplctc. when, to escape from 
perdition, their dying foes invoked Secta-Ram and Hur-govind.

•• The rainy season of 176+ had vanished, the king hnd no repose; 

Then Huridas, the son of 
Bugwfin, with tho Oohur and Mangalca chicta,J and Ruuna the 
leader of the Oodawuts, with eight hundred of their clan, entered 
the can tie and swore to Ajit, that whatever might bo his intentions, 
they wrre resolved to matatain the castle to the death. The royal 
army encamped nt Bai Bilara, and Ajit prepared for the storm ; but 
the king was advised to try peaceful ara. and an overture was made, 
and the messenger was sent back to tbeking Accompanied by Nahur 
Khan.

As scon as the king croseoi the Nerbodda,* tho 
Rsias executed their designs, and without laying a word, at the head 
of their vassals retrograded to Rujwarra They repainxl to Oodi- 
l»or, and were received by K&na Umra with rejoicing and dis- 
tinction. who advanced to conduct them to his capital. Seated 
together, the chauri waving over their bends, they appeared like the 
Trivw. r,+ RrimhS. Vishnfi and Maheia. From thia hour tho fortunes 
of the Asoora sunk, and virtue again b>gan to Bhew herwlf.J From 
Oodipoor the two Rajas passed to Mar war They reached Ahwa, 
and here the G'bampawut Singram, son of OodibMn, spread tbc foot- 
carpet (pu# -r&u-ida) for his ford 

“ The month of Sawun 1765 set in, and the hopes of tho Anoor 
expired. Maiiab was in consternation when he heard that Ajit had 
returned to his native land. Oa the 7th the hall of Joda was sur- 
rounded by thirty thousand Rah vires. On the 12th the gate of honour 
was thrown onen to Mairab ; he had to tliank the son of Aiskarn§ 
for hia life. Ho wy? allowed an honourable retreat, and Ajit onto 
more on fared the capital of Marco. 

" Jey Sing encamped upon the hanks of the Soor Sagur; but a 
prince without a country, he was unhappy. But as soou as tho mins 
were passed, Ajmal, the sanctuary of the Cutchwaha, proposed to 
reinstate him in Ambdr. When oanjoined they had reached Mairta, 
Agra and Dehli trembled. When they arrived at Ajmdr iU governor 
sought rima with the iaint|| and paid the contribntiona demanded. 
Then, like the falcon, Ajit. durtod upon Sombhur ; and here the vas- 
sals of Amber repaired Iron all quarters to the standard of tbeir lord. 
With twelve thousand men, the Syed advanced along the edge of tho 
salt lake, to onoounter Ajmal. Tho Koompawut led the charge ; a 
deapemv* battle ensued ; Hussein, with rax thousand men, lay on tho 
(fold, while the rest took to flight and sought refuge in the castle.T 
His lieutenant, the Purihar, ch\*f pandoo, here fell* - into the hands 
of Ajit ; ho then felt he had recovered Mundorc. On intelligence of 
this history, the Asoors abandoned Ambdr, and having placed a gar- 
rison in Sambhur, in tbc month of Mcgsir, Ajit restored Jey Sing to 
Ambdr, and prepared to attack Bikaner. Ajit committed tho 
administration of all civil affairs to tho faithful Raghonath Bindarri.

Having taken leave of the king, the two 
Rajas went on the purbh, to the acred lake of Pooshkur. Hero they 
separated for their respective domains, and Ajit reached Jodpoor in 
Sawun 1767. In this year he married a Gor Rani, and thus quenched 
the feud caused by Arjoon, who nlew Urnra Sing in the Aum khasj 
Then ho wont on a pilgrimage to Cunjkhdt, the held of battle of tho 
MShahhArat. and made his ablutions in the fountain of Bhisama§ 
Thus 1767 pntsed away,

J^hcre is an anrulote rwariing the fountain of this classic field of it rife, 
the Trood of Rajasthan, winch uell exemplifies the superstitious Dellet c ! tlie 
warlike Rajpoot Tho eennoror Bahadur Shah «u dwurout to visit tain areno 
of the exploits of tho heroes of antiquity, stimulated, no doubt, by his 
Rajpaotnl queer, or his mother, also of this race. He was seated under a tree 
which shaded the sacred fount named after die great leader of the Curd/, hi* 
queen hy his side, surrounded by oindU to hide them from profane eyes, when 
a vulture perched npor. tbe tree with a bone in its b-ak. which falling in the 
fountain, the blnl set np a scream of laughter. The king {coked up in astcaisl- 
n wot, which wai gr/atly inmaaed when the vulture addressed lum in honun 
accents, Dying, “ that in a former birth she “i* a and wo* in the field 
of slaughter of the <rrtal aw. whence she flew away with tie dissevered nren of 
one of it* mighty warrior*, with which she alighted on that vary tree, that the 
arm was cncnmocroi with n ponderous golden bracelet, in which, ae nn omnUt, 
were set thirteen brilliant symbol* of Siva, and that after devouring the flori. 
she dropped the bracelet, which fell into tho fountain, and it »*« this awakened 
coincidence which had caused “the scream of laughter." We cost suppose 
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Here lot ua. .for a while, suspend the narrative of the chronicler, 
and take a retrospective glance at the transaction!. of the Rah tore, 
from the year 1737, the period of Raja Jeswnnt'a death at Cabul, to 
the restoration of Ajit, presenting a continuous conflict of thirty 
years' duration. In vain might we search the annals of any ether 
nation for such inflexible devotion as marked the Rah tore character 
through thin period of strife, during which, to use their own phrase, 
" hardly a chieftain died on his pallet" Let thorra who doom ths 
Hindu warrior void of patriotism read the rude chronicle of this 
thirty years' war; lot them compare it with that of any other 
country, and do jnstico to the magnanimous Rajpoot. This narrative, 
the simplicity of which is the best voucher for its authenticity, 
pre-Kuta an uninterrupted record of patriotism and disinterested 
loyalty It wm a period when the saerifioo of theeo principles was 
rewarded by the tyrant king with the highest hancure of tlui state ; 
nor are we without instances of the temptation being too strong to Ira 
withstood : but they are rare, and serve only to exhibit, in more pleas- 
ing colours, the virtues of ths tribe which spurned tbo attempts at 
seduction. What a splendid example is the heroic Docrg&daa of all that 
oonsiitatea the glory of the Rajpoot' Valour, loyalty, integrity, com- 
bined with prudence in all the difficulties which surrounded him. aro 
qualities which entitle him to tho admiration which his memory 
oentenues to CDjoy. The temptations held out to him were almost 
irresistible : not merely the gold, which he and thousands of his 
brethren would alike have spurned, but the splendid offer of power 
in the proffered * munsub of five thousand,’ which would at onos 
have lifted him from his vassal condition to an ©quality with the 
prinocs and chief nobles of the land Doorga had, indeed, but b> 
name his reward ; but, as the bard justly says, he was * cmilac,' 

that this, the jxtrhara of the field of daughter, spoke Sanscrit tv iU dialect, 
interpreted by his Riypoot queen. Instantly the pioneers were conminded to 
clear the fouoUiu, and behold the retie of the MaUbhArat, with the symbolic 
emblems of the god nil-perfect ! and no large were they, that the emperor 
remarked they would answer excellently well for ‘ slaves of tho carpet.’ Tbs 
Hindu princo* then present, among whom were the Rajas Ajlt and Jej 8in», 
■ere shocked at this levity, and etch entreated of the ting one of the phallm 
symbols. The Mira Rajs obtained two, and both are yet at Jeipoor, oaein 
the Temple of Sills Devl.(l) the other in that of Gorinda. AJit tod one. *tl3 
preserved and worshipped »t the shriso of Girdhari at Jed poor. My old tutor 
and friend, the YoO Gyanchandra, who told the story whUe he resid the 
chronicle* as I translated them, has often seen and nude homaae to all the 
three relks. There in one, he believed, at Brandi Of KoUih. and the Rann by 
some means obtained mother They are of pure rock crystal, and as each 
■dgto seme pounds, them mint have been giants in the day* rf the Bhkrat, to 
have supported thirteen in one armlet Homer’* heroes were pigmies to the 
Cdrns, whose bracelet wc may doubt if Ajax codd hare lifted. j!y venerable 
tutor, tbragh liberal in his opinions, aid nut chooee to diuseut from lire 
general belief, for man, he said, had beyond « doubt greatly degenerated 
since the hero:: ages, and was rapidly approximating to the period, the 
immediate foreran rer of a universal renovation, when only dwarfs would 
creep over the land

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beyond all price, 4 tMOfo,’ unique. Not even reveiige, so dear to tie 
Rajpoot, turned him aside from tho dictates of true honour. Tie 
foul osjiuiMiiruitioti of hi# brother, the brave Soiling effected through 
his euemiea, made no alteration in hi# humanity whenever the chance 
of war placed his fc« in his power ; and in this, hia policy seconded 
bis virtue. Hi# chivalrous conduct, in the extrication of prince 
Akbfir from inevitable destruction had ho fallen into his father’s 
Lauda, waa only surpassed by his generous and delicate behaviour 
towards the princo'# family, which woe left in his care, forming a 
marked contrast to that of the enemies of his faith on similar 
occasions. The virtue of the grand-daughter of Aruag2cb, in tho 
sanctuary fsirna) of Droonara,* was in far better keeping than in 
the trebly- walled harem of Agra. Of his cnergotic nund, and the 
ixmtrol he exerted over those of his coofidinff brethren, what a prof 
ia given, in hia preserving the eecrot of tie abode of his prince 
throughout tho six first years of his infancy 1 But, to conclude our 
eulogy in the words of their bard : he has reaped tho immortality 
destined for good deeds ; hi# memory is cherished, h:s actions am 
the theme of constant praise, and h is picture on hia white horse, old, 
vet in vigour, is familiar amongst the collections ol portrait* of 
Raj poo Una. 

But thcro was not a clan, or family, that did not produce men of 
worth in this protractod warfare, which incited constant emulation; 
and the bards of each had abundant materials to emblazon the pages 
of their chronicles. To tho recollerticc cf these, their exrmtnuud 
descendants allude in the memorial of their hardships from the 
cruel policy of the reigning chief, the last lineal descendant of the 
prince, whose history, hus just been narrated. We now resume tho 
narrative in the Lunjuave of die chronicle.

" I>' 1768 Ajlt was sent amvinst Naim and the chiefs nft.hn mowy 
mountains, whom he reduced to obedience. Thence he went to the 
Ganges, where bo performed his ablutions, and in the spring lie 
returned to Jodpoor.

Ajlt 
was commanded to send hia son, Abliye Sing, now seventeen years 
of age, with ha* contingent, to court ; but Ajit naving learned that tho 
traitor Mokund was there and in great favour, sent a trnsty band, 
who Jew him even in the middle of Dehli. This caring act brought 
theSyed with an army to Jod poor Ajit sentoffthn men of wealth to 
So wan oh. and his son and family to the desert of Rarduiroh.* The 
capital was invested, and Abliye Sing demanded as a hostage for tho 
conduct of Ajit, who was also commanded to coart To neither was 
the fay* inclined, but the advic* of tho DewAn, and still more of 
Kesar the hard, who gave as a precedent the instance of Rao Gangs 
when invnded by the Lodi, Dowlut Khan, who entrusted his adalre 
to his son M&Vdeo, was uruuiimiaisly approved.^ Ahhye Sing was 
recalled fron Rardumih. and marched with Husein Alii to Delhi, 
the end of Asar 1770. The heir of Mar» received the raunsub of 
five thousand from tho king. 

“ Ajit followed h» son to tho court, then held at Dehli There 
the sight of the- aitais raised over the ashes of chiefs who had 
perished to preserve him in hia infancy, kindled all his wrath, and 
lie meditated revenge on the whole house of Tlaioor. Four distinct

" that the bell for prayer should be allowed to toll in tho quarters 
" of the city allotted to’ the Rajpoots, and that their temples should 
” be held sacred ; and last, but not least, the aggrandisement of lus 
** hereditary dominions'’ Let us again recur to the chronicle.
